JEFFREY LURIE 


Owner/Chief Executive Officer 


On May 6, 1994, NFL owners voted to approve the 
sale of the Philadelphia Eagles from Norman Bra- 
man to Jeffrey Lurie. The approval came exactly 
one month after Lurie had reached an agreement 
to purchase the club for what was then the highest sum ever paid for a profession- 
al sports franchise. “It has been a life-long dream to own a professional football 
team,” Lurie said following the owners’ approval. “To own one in one of the great- 
est sports cities in America - Philadelphia - is the culmination of that dream." 

Just one-and-a-half years later, Lurie was named NFL Owner of the Year by The 
Sporting News. Wrote TSN's Bill Plaschke, “The most decorated [owner] should be 
Lurie, who in his first full season has led with his heart as much as with his head. 
And the results are impressive: a playoff team, happy fans, and even the dreaded 
‘S' word, ‘stability’... Not that Lurie is afraid of breaking down barriers. In making 
inexperienced Ray Rhodes only the third African-American head coach in NFL his- 
tory, Lurie risked criticism that he was making either a token hire or an ill-advised 
one. As it turned out, Rhodes [became] Coach of the Year.... Lurie is friendly and 
accessible. Before one game, you might spot him walking around the field, talking 
to fans in box seats. Before another, you might find him in the parking lot [joining in 
with fans at] tailgate parties.” 

Long before his purchase of the Eagles was final, Lurie had begun analyzing how 
best to turn the Birds into a Super Bowl winner. During that process, he tapped in- 
to the knowledge and experience of prominent persons in various professional 
sports leagues, each of whom had pieced together highly successful franchises 
and subsequently won numerous championships. 

Once the 1994 season was complete, Lurie made swift and bold changes, clear- 
ly putting his stamp on the Eagles organization and pointing the franchise in a new 
direction. From the start, Lurie clearly defined the mission of the organization - to 
win the Super Bowl. While he noted that the Eagles had experienced a degree of 
success in recent years, reaching the early rounds of the playoffs in the late ‘80s 
and early ‘90s, he steadfastly said it wasn't the type of success he was interested 
in. In fact, Lurie wanted to see the pieces put in place that would lead to a number 
of championships. 

As such, the youthful, energetic Lurie personally began laying the groundwork 
for his club's future. In the process, Lurie took a number of major steps, moves that 
many observers feel will make the Eagles a championship contender in the years 
to come. 

On February 2, 1995, Lurie made perhaps the biggest of those moves when he 
hired San Francisco's dynamic defensive coordinator, Ray Rhodes, as the 19th 
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head coach in Eagles’ history, replacing Rich Kotite. Lurie wanted a coach who 
would be able to build and lead his organization to Super Bowl championships. In 
Rhodes he found a man who is no stranger to a winning tradition. In his 12 seasons 
as a 49ers assistant, the Niners earned postseason berths 10 times, advanced to 
the NFC Championship Game seven times, and won an unprecedented five Super 
Bowls. 

Said Lurie of Rhodes, who led the Eagles to a playoff victory and earned numer- 
ous Coach of the Year honors in 1995, “If you want to measure a coach’s heart, I'd 
go with Ray's heart. He’s obsessed with winning championships. He has won five 
in San Francisco and he expects to win them here. | think he has all the ingredients 
of being a star head coach and it's because he's a great person. | think behind all 
the speeches and discipline and the fighting attitude, is a guy who is very comfort- 
able with himself. He brings that across to his players and to the whole organiza- 
tion. | think, if you look at most sports franchises that are successful, there's a 
leader there that everybody can rally around and respect, and Ray's that type of 
guy. 

"Ray represents the epitome of who and what | wanted to bring to the Eagles. 
The discipline, the winning tradition that Ray brings, as well as his ability to relate 
to players and his ability to recruit players is outstanding. Once | was able to inter- 
view Ray, the choice was automatic." 

More significant moves came when Lurie, Rhodes, and the Birds’ front office put 
into practice the type of bold, aggressive moves Lurie had vowed his organization 
would make when he purchased the club. First, in March of 1995, the Eagles 
signed the NFL's premier free agent catch of that offseason, Pro Bowl running back 
Ricky Watters. One month later, Lurie and Rhodes oversaw an Eagles’ draft that in- 
cluded seven trades, the biggest of which saw the Birds swiftly and decisively move 
up in the first round in order to select defensive end Mike Mamula with the seventh 
pick overall. 

In 1996, Lurie saw that the Birds continued their aggressive approach, again 
signing one of the league's most sought-after free agents, cornerback Troy Vincent. 
The signing of Watters and Vincent enabled Philadelphia to become the only NFL 
team to sign a transition player away from another club in successive seasons. 

Lurie's desire for the Eagles to be bold and aggressive is something deep seat- 
ed, “Growing up,” said Lurie, “| admired the Celtics franchise of Red Auerbach. 
Players were proud to be playing for the organization. He was a model for me... | 
admire the coaches that have bold dreams, that are not afraid to reach out and look 
for alternatives. | like owners and managers that don’t necessarily make the easy 
choices, the safe choices, the ones the media would approve of.” 

In his two years as owner, Lurie also has overseen the restructuring of the play- 
er personnel department, a process he began on May 17, 1994, his first official day 
as owner, when he said, “The top priority is for us to become the best organiza- 
tion in terms of information gathering and talent evaluation. Toward that end we 
will certainly increase the scouting capacity on both the college and pro levels.” 

To help facilitate this information gathering process Lurie named as the club's 
director of football operations, Dick Daniels, a man who earned four Super Bowl 
rings with such successful organizations as the Dolphins and Redskins. Lurie al- 
so modernized the club's computer systems. Evidence of such is the new oppo- 
nent/player analysis software programs now used by both the coaching and 
scouting staffs, as well as the new editing capabilities installed in the club's video 
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operation. 

Shortly after taking over the reins of the Eagles, Lurie, now 44, described his phi- 
losophy of ownership as “a partnership - a partnership between the city, the fans, 
and the team.” 

Toward that end, Lurie and his wife, Christina, saw to it that the Eagles would 
make a difference in the Philadelphia community. Together, they oversaw the for- 
mation of Eagles Youth Partnership as the non-profit, charitable wing of the Eagles. 

“You can really be a catalyst for change,” said Lurie. "People look to the sports 
team owners as leaders in the city. We can try to make a better life for more peo- 
ple. Philadelphia is a great example of a city that has a lot of great things to offer, 
but there's an underclass that has fewer and fewer opportunities. So | really believe 
we can make a difference.” 

Founded in 1995, the mission of Eagles Youth Partnership (EYP) is to improve 
the quality of life and enhance opportunities for underprivileged youth in the region 
through education and health partnerships. EYP also raises funds for after-school 
programming through sponsored events like an annual carnival. 

In addition to their work with Eagles Youth Partnership, the Lurie’s interest in so- 
cial issues is well known as both are extremely active in the local Philadelphia char- 
itable community. Lurie himself was the 1995 recipient of the Small Miracles Award 
from the Center for Autistic Children. He also received the Torch of Liberty Award 
conferred by the Anti-Defamation League of Philadelphia in 1996, 

When Lurie purchased the Eagles he said, “| understand that NFL football is a 
form of entertainment, but | am also aware that nothing is more entertaining than 
winning.” 

The Birds’ owner is certainly familiar with entertainment, having served as the 
president and chief executive officer of Chestnut Hill Productions, a Los Angeles- 
based film company, since forming it in 1985, Chestnut Hill has produced several 
movies, including the HBO hit, Blindside, and the widely acclaimed State of Emer- 
gency. Among the other films produced by the company are Sweet Hearts Dance 
(1988) starring Susan Sarandon and Don Johnson, / Love You to Death (1990) with 
Kevin Kline, Tracey Ullman, and William Hurt, and V./. Warshawski (1991) featuring 
Kathleen Turner. 

In addition to his film work, Lurie's other business interests include, among oth- 
ers, international publishing, specialty retailing, and movie exhibition through his in- 
vestment in Harcourt General and its majority ownership of the Neiman Marcus. 
Group and G C Companies. Today, Lurie is a member of Harcourt General's board 
of directors. 

Lurie currently serves as a member of the NFL's Finance Committee, the 
Leaque’s Expansion Committee, and is a member the advisory committee to NFL 
Properties. He also serves on the Board of Directors of NFL Charities and is a key 
figure locally as a member of the Executive Committee of the Philadelphia Cham- 
ber of Commerce. In addition, he is a director of the Autism Research Foundation 
in Boston and has served as a trustee of Clark University, 

Prior to entering business, Lurie was an educator, serving as an adjunct assistant 
professor of social policy at Boston University, and before that as a teacher at West- 
ford (MA) Academy where he founded that school's alternative education program. 
As a student, he earned a B.A. from Clark University, a Master's in psychology from 
Boston University, and a Ph.D in social policy from Brandeis University. In his doc- 
toral thesis, Lurie examined the depiction of women in contemporary film. 
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Born September 8, 1951, in Boston, MA, Lurie grew up in nearby West Newton. 
He now resides in the Philadelphia area with his wife and their two children. 


MIDNIGHT MADNESS 


On February 5, 1996, the Philadelphia Eagles took another 
step into the future as team owner Jeffrey Lurie unveiled the 
club’s bold new logos, colors, and uniforms, The Birds will now 
be wearing Midnight Green -- a new color developed exclusive- 
ly for the Eagles -- silver, black, and white on two new uniforms 
and an updated helmet design. 

On the helmets, a metallic Midnight Green replaces the tradi- 
tional kelly green as the base color. In addition, white Eagles 
wings -- with bold new silver and black trim -- will go complete- 
ly across the front of the helmet and around the sides. There will 
be two different-colored pairs of pants and jerseys, one white 
and another Midnight Green. 

“The whole idea was to come up with something evolutionary, 
not revolutionary,” Lurie said. “We wanted something that stuck 
to the tradition of the franchise, yet really contemporized it into 
something a lot bolder, a lot more powerful and a lot more ex- 
citing.” 

The new Midnight Green color replaces kelly and similar 
shades of green, which had been the Eagles’ trademark colors 
since 1941. The redesigned helmet marks the first change to the 
team’s headgear since 1974 when the Birds switched from a 
white helmet with green wings back to a green helmet. 

Prior to the change introduced this winter, the Birds’ game 
pants and jerseys were last changed in 1985. The changes 
made then involved removing the multi-striped pattern from the 
sleeves of both the home and road jersey and replacing them 
with what was then the team’s primary logo, a soaring eagle car- 
rying a football in its talons 
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JOE BANNER 


Senior Vice President 


On June 20, 1996, the Eagles announced the promotion of Joe Banner from Vice 
President to Senior Vice President. In this role, the native of Chestnut Hill, MA, will 
continue to serve as a top executive beneath team owner Jeffrey Lurie. 

The 43-year old Banner (2/13/53) has played a vital role in the operation of the 
Eagles since Lurie became owner of the club on May 17, 1994. Said Lurie at the 
time, ‘Joe will provide this club with a great deal of vision. He has an extremely di- 
verse and successful background that he brings to the Eagles." 

Now, just over two years later, Lurie said of his first hire as Eagles’ owner, Joe 
has been invaluable in terms of helping oversee the operation of the Eagles. He 
has been a major contributor in numerous ways.” 

In his capacity as Senior Vice President, Banner plays an instrumental role in su- 
pervising the operation of the franchise today while also helping shape the Eagles 
organization of tomorrow, 

Among his many responsibilities are serving as the club's salary cap manage- 
ment expert, contract negotiator, and as a point-person on the development of a 
new stadium. Moreover, Banner is one who has played a vital role in the restruc- 
turing of the club's front office - helping to make it one of the most progressive and 
dynamic organizations in professional sports - and in the formation of Eagles 
Youth Partnership, the club's non-profit, charitable wing. 

During his first year with the club, one of Banner's most significant contributions 
was aiding Lurie in the hiring of head coach Ray Rhodes, who went on to become 
the 1995 NFL coach of the year after returning the Eagles to the playoffs. Banner 
also played a significant role in restructuring the player personnel department, as 
well as in modernizing the club's computer systems on all levels. 

To date in 1996, Banner has overseen the hiring of a 10-person corporate sales 
& marketing force with the potential to be recognized as one of the finest such de- 
partments in professional sports. 

Said Lurie when announcing Banner's promotion to Senior Vice President, “He 
played a role in the restructuring and strengthening of our player personnel de- 
partment and, most importantly, has provided us with extraordinary cap manage- 
ment and with an entirely new personality in terms of negotiating player contracts, 

“In fact, Joe's shrewd cap management and creative deal-structuring enabled 
us to be the only club to sign a top quality, free agent ‘transition’ player away from 
another team in each of the past two off-seasons (Ricky Watters from the 49ers in 
1995 and Troy Vincent from the Dolphins in 1996). I've said many times that in this 
era of the salary cap and free agency, the teams that do the best job of cap man- 
agement will be the teams that put themselves in the best position to win. Joe's 
work in this area has resulted in his being recognized as one of the top cap man- 
agement experts in the NFL. 

“In addition, Joe has developed a unique and fair approach to contract negoti- 
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ations that has put this organization on new footing with agents. That was a key 
goal of mine when | purchased the club and Joe has helped see that to fruition. 
He also has been our prime liaison to the Governor's Stadium Task Force, a key 
supporter of Eagles Youth Partnership, and has played a significant role in the hir- 
ing of our people for the front office. In general, Joe Banner is one who will great- 
ly help shape the future of this franchise.” 

After graduating from Denison University in 1975, Banner became a sports pro- 
ducer and reporter at Philadelphia radio station WCAU-AM 1210 (now WGMP), 
and a national sports correspondent for the CBS Radio Network. After several 
years, he left the broadcasting industry and started his own business, Designers 
Clothing, Ltd. The company prospered and grew under Banner's guidance and in 
1992 he sold the business. 

In January, 1993, Banner began working with Lurie in the latter's quest to pur- 
chase the New England Patriots. When that transaction did not materialize, Lurie 
- again with the aid of Banner - successfully pursued the Eagles. 

At the same time, Banner, who has a long history of community service, partic- 
ularly through his devotion of time and effort to non-profit organizations, was ex- 
tremely involved with groups such as Big Brothers, Children’s Hospital of Boston 
and City Year, a youth-based organization that functions like an urban Peace 
Corps. City Year, in fact, is the program on which President Clinton is basing his 
National Service Program. 

Since returning to Philadelphia in 1994, Banner's commitment to the communi- 
ty has only grown. First and foremost, Banner was instrumental in the formation of 
Eagles Youth Partnership, the charitable wing of the Eagles that will serve as a di- 
rect link between the team and the Philadelphia community in the areas of edu- 
cation and child health. In 1995, Banner, a longtime advocate of public service, 
was appointed by President Bill Clinton to a panel of ten judges nationwide who 
in turn selected the 15 recipients of the prestigious President's Service Award. To- 
day, he also serves on the board of directors of the Maxwell Football Club and is 
actively involved with numerous other civic and charitable endeavors. 

Banner and his wife, Helaine, reside in the Philadelphia area with their daugh- 
ter, Jill (7) and their son, Jason (2). 


MIMI BOX 


Senior Vice President-Chief Financial Officer 


Mimi Box first joined the Eagles in 1983 as Business Manager. Then in July, 1986, 
one year after Norman Braman had purchased the Birds from Leonard Tose, Box 
was promoted to Vice-President/Chief Financial Officer. 

Today, Box serves as the club's Senior Vice President/CFO, having been pro- 
moted this past June by current Eagles’ owner Jeffrey Lurie. Said Lurie at the 
time,“Mimi is among the top people in her field. There are none better. When | pur- 
chased the Eagles from Norman Braman in 1994, she did a fantastic job in terms 
of helping usher us through the transition period in as smooth and seamless a 
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manner as possible. Since then, she has continued to be a key figure in the day- 
to-day operation of this team.” 

In this role Box oversees the daily cash management functions, budgeting, all 
aspects of financial reporting and is periodically called on to assist in the structur- 
ing of player contracts involving deferred compensation issues. 

Mimi is one of the few financial officers in the NFL who has served under three 
ownerships. 

Additionally, Box has served as the club's game day coordinator since 1983. Re- 
sponsibilities of this position include serving as the club's main liaison with the 
game day security contractor, the first-aid and ambulance support teams, working 
with the City on stadium readiness, policies and issues of fan involvement. 

Mimi also has served as treasurer of The Eagles Charitable Foundation, Inc., Ea- 
gles Youth Partnership, since its inception in January 1995. This not-for-profit char- 
itable corporation is committed to improving the quality of life and enhancing op- 
portunities for children and youth through education and health partnerships. 

Box was recently elected to serve on the board of The Corporate Alliance for 
Drug Education ("CADE"), a not-for-profit corporation reaching out to young chil- 
dren while still in elementary school helping them to build the skills needed to 
make decisions to resist drug use. 

Prior to joining the Eagles, Box, 45, worked for the Internal Revenue Service for 
11 years, From 1972-79, she was a special agent in the Criminal Investigation Di- 
vision in the Philadelphia District Office. During this time she was selected for the 
position of Federal Women's Program Coordinator, an Equal Employment Oppor- 
tunity advisory position. During the next three years, she served in two manageri- 
al roles in the IRS Mid-Atlantic Regional Office and the Wilmington District Office. 

Born in Philadelphia (12/21/50), Box attended the Academy of Notre Dame de 
Namur in Villanova, Pennsylvania before enrolling at Drexel University, where she 
earned a business administration degree in 1972 and where she played four years 
of varsity basketball. 

Mimi and her husband, Bob, reside in West Chester, PA, with their two children 
Lauren, 15, and Daniel, 12. 


LEN KOMOROSKI 


Vice President 
Sales and Marketing 


On April 15th of this year, the Eagles made a significant addition to the club's front 
office with the hiring of Len Komoroski as Vice President-Sales and Marketing. 

“With the addition of Len, we are certain to have one of the most aggressive and 
visionary sales teams in all of professional sports,” said Eagles’ owner Jeffrey 
Lurie. “Sales and marketing is an enormously important aspect of professional 
sports in the ‘90s and the Eagles will be at the forefront where those areas are con- 
cerned. We have made no secret of the fact that we want to be as aggressive in 
marketing our club as our players and coaches are on the field.” 
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“With the type of track record Len has, and with his knowledge of the market- 
place, we anticipate him having a very positive effect on the Philadelphia Eagles,” 
added Joe Banner, the Eagles’ Senior Vice President. “His experience is so vast 
in terms of sponsorship, marketing, the leasing of luxury suites and club seats, fa- 
cility development and management, and the maximization of revenue streams.” 

With the Eagles, Komoroski will oversee all sales and marketing aspects of the 
organization, including corporate sales, broadcasting, Penthouse Suites, ticket- 
ing, advertising and promotions, merchandising, and event presentation. 

Komoroski came to the Eagles from the Cleveland Lumberjacks of the Interna- 
tional Hockey League, with whom he served as the club's Senior Vice President- 
Chief Operating Officer as well as part owner. 

Prior to his tenure in Cleveland, Komoroski spent six seasons with the NBA's Min- 
nesota Timberwolves and their facility, Target Center, serving in a senior manage- 
ment role during the startup of both entities and later as the senior sales and mar- 
keting official for both groups. It was with considerable input and guidance from 
Komoroski that the Target Center became one of the first facilities in professional 
sports to bear a corporate name from its inception. During his tenure there, the 
Timberwolves annually ranked among the NBA leaders in terms of corporate rev- 
enues and ticket sales. A graduate of Duquesne University, Len and his wife 
Denise have three daughters, Kristin, Kelly, and Jamie, 

“There is no question that Len is among the very best in his field,” said Banner. 
“He comes to us with an extensive and highly successful background in market- 
ing and sales, not the least of which includes his work on opening the Target Cen- 
ter in Minneapolis and the integration of a franchise into the Gund Arena in Cleve- 
land. We feel Len's extremely creative and imaginative style and, in particular, his 
wealth of experience with new facilities will help us achieve our long term goals. 
It's flattering that here's someone with an ownership interest in a sports franchise, 
who has set that aside to be a part of our vision for the future of the Eagles.” 


DICK DANIELS 


Director of Football Operations 


On February 19, 1996, Jeffrey Lurie announced the hiring of Dick Daniels as the 
club's director of football operations. 

“Ever since | bought this franchise, one of my top priorities was to hire a football 
staff that has a proven track record throughout the years,” said Eagles’ owner Jef- 
frey Lurie. “Having been involved with organizations that took part in seven Super 
Bowls and won four of those, Dick Daniels certainly fits that mold. A top notch tal- 
ent evaluator, he will be a key addition to our organization.” 

The 51-year old Daniels had worked with the San Diego Chargers since 1/25/90, 
when he was named the Chargers’ assistant general manager under Bobby Beat- 
hard. With the Chargers, Daniels assisted in contract negotiations and in scouting 
college talent. 

Daniels also worked with Beathard during two stints with the Washington Red- 
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skins, serving as the Redskins’ director of player personnel under Beathard from 
1978-84 and again from 1985-89. In 1984, Daniels left the Redskins to become 
Vice President of Player Personnel for the Los Angeles Express of the United 
States Football League, but returned to Washington in 1985 when the USFL fold- 
ed. During his one season in LA, the Express posted a 10-8 record and partici- 
pated in two playoff games. 

Daniels began his NFL scouting career in 1972 under Beathard, then the Dol- 
phins’ director of player personnel. He scouted for Miami until joining the expan- 
sion Tampa Bay Buccaneers as head scout in 1975. Daniels also worked in the 
scouting department of the San Francisco 49ers from 1976-77. 

During his 24-year tenure as an NFL administrator/scout, Daniels has been in- 
volved with seven Super Bowl teams. In three trips to the Super Bowl with Miami, 
another three with Washington, and one with San Diego, Daniels earned four 
world championship rings. 

A former defensive back with the Dallas Cowboys from 1966-68, Daniels partic- 
ipated in the 1966 and ‘67 NFL championship games. He also played with the 
Chicago Bears from 1969-70 and with the Miami Dolphins in 1971. 

As a collegian, Daniels was a running back and defensive back at Pacific Uni- 
versity in Forest Grove, Oregon, where he earned a degree in physical education 
in 1966. 

Richard Bernard Daniels was born on 10/19/44, in Portland, OR, and participat- 
ed in football and track for the Jefferson High Democrats in Portland, where he set 
a state record in the long jump as a senior. Dick and his wife, Gloria, have two 
daughters, Sunde’ (19) and Whitney (16).

Gregovits, who joined the Eagles’ front office this past April, spent the past five 
years with the 1995 American League champion Cleveland Indians as that club's 
director of ticket sales. During his tenure there, Gregovits’ efforts helped the Indi- 
ans set franchise records for both season and group ticket sales as the team made 
an enormously successful move from Cleveland Stadium into the new Jacobs 
Field. He also was responsible for the sale of luxury seating and suites. Prior to his 
stint with the Indians, Gregovits spent 1987-90 as a ticket account executive for the 
NBA's Cleveland Cavaliers. A product of Robert Morris College in Pittsburgh, PA, 
Gregovits got his start in professional sports in the Major Indoor Soccer League, 
working for both the Minnesota Strikers and the Pittsburgh Spirit. 

“Vic helped make baseball history in Cleveland where he was an instrumental 
figure in the Indians’ move from Cleveland Stadium into the enormously success- 
ful and popular Jacobs Field," said Eagles’ Senior VP Joe Banner. “This year the 
Indians became the first major league club ever to sell out an entire season prior 
to opening day, not only in terms of regular seating but with regard to suites and 
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club suites as well. Undoubtedly, his experience with opening a new facility is a 
very valuable asset.” 

Gregovits, a native of Pittsburgh, is married to the former Patty Lech. They reside 
in Lumberton, NJ. 


ARAH HELFMAN 


Executive Director 
Eagles Youth Partnership 


When Eagles owner, Jeffrey Lurie, and his wife, Christina, established Eagles 
Youth Partnership (EYP) in 1995, Sarah Helfman was named Executive Director, 
EYP the new charitable wing of the Philadelphia Eagles, was founded to improve 
the quality of life and enhance opportunities for youth in the Greater Philadelphia 
region through education and health partnerships. 

In its inaugural year, Helfman has helped shape the non-profit organization into 
a powerful vehicle through which the Eagles, their players, and the program's cor- 
porate partners can make a meaningful difference in children’s lives. From pro- 
ceeds of the first annual Eagles Youth Partnership Carnival, EYP has funded 30 af- 
ter-school programs for Philadelphia children who otherwise would be home 
alone after school. Beyond participating in the Carnival, Eagles players continue 
their involvement by visiting the youth in the programs funded by EYP. In all cas- 
es, they deliver a message about the importance of excelling in school and of 
making smart choices. 

In addition to fund-raising and grant-making, EYP develops collaborative pro- 
grams that address hardship at its core. In September 1996, in conjunction with 
Eagles’ 1st round draft pick, Jermane Mayberry, Wills Eye Hospital, and a host of 
other community partners, EYP will launch a mobile eye clinic that will provide eye 
exams and prescription glasses for thousands of children in low-income city 
neighborhoods throughout the Philadelphia region. 

EYP also will be developing public service announcements - to be recorded by 
Eagles players and coaches - centered on issues that affect children. Other EYP- 
supported projects underway include the purchase and installation of 2,500 
smoke detectors in the homes of new mothers, as well as the creation of an ath- 
lete/scholar award recognizing the importance of both academics and sports. 

Helfman has devoted much of her career to working with young people. She has 
helped to develop two National Service AmeriCorps Programs, has served as 
Chief Clinician of a residential treatment center for adolescent males in the juve- 
nile justice system and as the lead advocate of a Rape Crisis Center. 

On the corporate end, Helfman spent 3 years in Europe, advising corporations, 
groups and individuals on their charitable giving in England, Ireland and Russia. 

A graduate of the University of Wisconsin -- Madison, Helfman earned her B.A. 
in English Literature and her Masters in Counseling Psychology. She also holds 
certificates as a trainer of diversity, conflict resolution and perceptual processing. 
Having lived in four countries, she now happily makes her home in Philadelphia, 
where she's often spotted on street corners shouting, “See ya at the Carnival!” 
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RAY RHODES 


Head Coach 


The Philadelphia Eagles’ biggest personnel 
move of 1995 came long before the season ever 
started. That move came on February 2, 1995, 
when team owner Jeffrey Lurie named Ray 
Rhodes as the 19th head coach in Philadelphia's history. Eleven months and a 
playoff victory later, that decision resulted in numerous NFL coach of the year hon- 
ors for Rhodes. For all of his accomplishments and for those of the Eagles, 
Rhodes was named as the NFL's coach of the year by the Associated Press, 
Sports Illustrated, The Sporting News, Football Digest, The Maxwell Club, Visa, and 
NFL Films. He was also honored by the United Press International, Football News, 
and the prestigious Kansas City 101 Club as the NFC coach of the year. 

In just his first season at the Birds’ helm, Rhodes battled through major roster 
turnover, a slew of injuries to key personnel, an early season quarterback change, 
and a sluggish 1-3 start to put the Eagles back on the winning track. Following that 
1-3 start, Rodney Peete took over at QB for Randall Cunningham, rookie CB Bob- 
by Taylor was inserted into the lineup, and the Birds rode the legs of running backs 
Ricky Watters and Charlie Garner to nine wins in their final twelve games. The 
Rhodes-led turnaround resulted in a 10-6 record, a berth in the playoffs as the 
NFC's top wild card team, and a record-setting 58-37 postseason defeat of the De- 
troit Lions at Veterans Stadium. 

Indeed, the following excerpt from Eagles Digest summed up Rhodes’ inaugur- 
al season in Philadelphia: “From the first day, Rhodes promised winning. While 
others predicted he would have a difficult time assimilating a new coaching staff 
and new on-field philosophies with the leftovers from the previous season's 7-9 
team and a whole cast of newcomers, Rhodes overwhelmed the squad with work, 
precision, and discipline.... When he was questioned about his low-profile choic- 
es for assistant coaches, Rhodes merely snarled and spoke of the staff's enthusi- 
asm, dedication, and - most of all - their ability to teach.... When it looked like his 
team comprised of cast-offs, fallen stars, and guys off the street appeared to be 
coming apart at the seams, Rhodes made the first of his bold moves - inserting 
Peete at quarterback and Taylor at cornerback - and absorbed the heat.... [As for 
dealing with his players] he was tough when he needed to be tough. He softened 
when it was dictated. And he believed in creating chemistry and not a collection 
of talented egos.” 

Said center Raleigh McKenzie, a veteran newcomer himself in ‘95, “From the 
start we understood where Ray was coming from. He wanted a playoff team now. 
He didn’t want a team that was going to try and find itself for two years. From day 
one he impressed upon us that we could be a team that would make the playoffs. 
Everything he does, from the things he says to the way he coaches, is all geared 
toward winning now and it trickles down to the players.” 
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A key ingredient in Rhodes’ success to date is something that Jeffrey Lurie 
touched upon, “With Ray there is an expectation of success. He's not satisfied 
with anything that doesn’t have to do with winning championships. He brings that 
type of expectation and a winning attitude into the locker room. And Ray is able to 
be tough, disciplined, and yet still have the respect of the players.” 

Rhodes’ ability to relate to players is part intuitive, part experience, and part 
learned. A psychology student in college, Rhodes prides himself on being able to 
read a player and understand how much a player can give him. “He can tell ifa 
player has heart, or if a player has jive,” said former 49er all-pro defensive back 
Ronnie Lott. “He can really look at a player and say, ‘That guy can play.’ Not so 
much because of the player's physical ability, but because of what's inside.” 

In addition, Rhodes’ experience as a player and his 14 years as a successful as- 
sistant coach give him further insight into his players and his job as coach. Said 
Eagles’ DE William Fuller, “Ray [made a difference in '95] by relating to his play- 
ers. You have a coach come in here with five Super Bowl rings, there’s not much 
you can question.” 

Rhodes, however, whose ultimate goal is a Super Bowl title, was not satisfied 
with the Eagles’ one playoff win in 1995, saying, “Winning one game in the play- 
offs and then being sent home to watch the rest of the post-season on TV ... you 
know what that is? That's being teased. And | hate being teased, This whole game 
is about winning the Super Bowl. That's why what we did [in 1995] only served to 
whet my appetite.” 

But there is more to Rhodes than winning and receiving the accolades that ac- 
company success. In a March ‘96 interview with Philadelphia Inquirer columnist 
Bill Lyon, Rhodes said, “You know what drives me? Not money, not ego. Fear of 
failure. You've got to have that fear.” 

In response, Lyon wrote, “Over the years, I've heard a lot of other coaches and 
a lot of players offer variations on the same theme. But only a very few of them ac- 
tually meant it. Ray Rhodes means it more than anyone | have ever heard.” 


The 45-year old Rhodes, who served as San Francisco's defensive coordinator 
in 1994, joined the Eagles after helping coach the 49ers to that franchise's un- 
precedented fifth World Championship. In fact, Rhodes was an assistant on all five 
of the 49ers’ Super Bowl winning teams, making him one of only four men in NFL 
history to have served on the staffs of five Super Bowl champions. The others to 
have earned that distinction are also from that same 49er staff - George Seifert, 
Bobb McKittrick, and Bill McPherson. 

In Rhodes’ 12 seasons as a Niners assistant, the team earned postseason 
berths 10 times and advanced to the NFC Championship Game on seven occa- 
sions. A former wide receiver and defensive back with the New York Giants and 
49ers in the 1970s, this Texas native moved into the coaching ranks with San Fran- 
cisco in 1981. Over the next 14 years, including 12 with the 49ers, Rhodes metic- 
ulously prepared for the day he would become an NFL head coach. Along the 
way, he learned not to simply strive for success, but to expect it. 

That degree of expectation was evident on Rhodes' first day on the job in 
Philadelphia when he said, “It’s all about winning. There's no substitute. I'm here 
to produce, I'm here to bring a championship to Philadelphia....1 didn't come here 
to be .500, | didn't come here to make the playoffs, | came here to win a champi- 
onship.” 
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In 1994, his final season with the 49ers, San Francisco's explosive offense re- 
ceived much attention. But it was Rhodes, who re-joined the Niners on February 
9, 1994, after a two-year stint as Green Bay’s defensive coordinator, who quietly 
orchestrated a stellar defense filled with many new faces. In fact, of that unit's 11 
starters, six were new to the team in ‘94. That reshaped unit went on to rank 2nd 
in the NFL against the run and 8th in overall defense while racking up 35 take- 
aways and five defensive touchdowns. 

Prior to his 1994 stint with San Francisco, Rhodes spent two seasons as the 
Packers’ defensive coordinator under fellow ex-49er assistant Mike Holmgren. In 
1993, Rhodes’ second year in Green Bay, the Packers defense flourished, helping 
lead the team to its first playoff appearance since 1982, and sending a pair of 
Packer defensive players to the Pro Bow! for the first time in 15 years. In all, 
Rhodes took a unit that had ranked 10th in the NFL in '91 and elevated it to the #2 
overall ranking in just two seasons. 

When Rhodes ended his 7-year NFL playing career with the Niners after the 
1980 season, he joined Bill Walsh's 49er coaching staff as an assistant secondary 
coach and made an immediate impact. In 1981, Rhodes’ first season as an assis- 
tant, the Niners won Super Bowl XVI with three rookies starting in the defensive 
backfield - cornerbacks Ronnie Lott and Eric Wright, and safety Carlton 
Williamson. The following year, Rhodes was promoted to defensive backs coach, 
a position he held through 1991. During that period, he developed four Pro Bowl 
defenders, Lott, Williamson, Wright and safety Dwight Hicks. 

Born 10/20/50 in Mexia, TX, Rhodes attended Mexia HS after transferring from 
Dunbar HS following his sophomore year. As a collegian, he spent two years as a 
running back at Texas Christian University before transferring to the University of 
Tulsa, where he was converted to a wide receiver and defensive back. Selected by 
the New York Giants in the 10th round of the 1974 NFL draft, he played wide re- 
ceiver in his first three NFL seasons, including 1975 when he led all NFC receivers 
with a 20.7 yards-per-catch average. Two years later, however, Rhodes was 
switched to defensive back by the Giants and won a starting job at cornerback. In

1979, he was sent to San Francisco as part of a four-player trade that also saw 
Tony Dungy, presently the head coach of the Tampa Bay Buccaneers, sent from 
the 49ers to the Giants. 

Now, 17 years later, Rhodes and Dungy are again linked, having become the 
3rd and 4th African-American head coaches in modern NFL history, following the 
Raiders’ Art Shell (1989-94) and Minnesota's Dennis Green (1992-present). In ad- 
dition, Rhodes is one of six former San Francisco assistants now serving as an 
NFL head coach. The others, with years as a 49er assistant listed in parenthesis, 
are the 49ers’ George Seifert (1980-88), Minnesota's Green (1979, 1986-88), 
Green Bay's Mike Holmgren (1986-91), Denver's Mike Shanahan (1992-94), and 
the Raiders’ Mike White (1978-79). 

Rhodes and his wife Carmen reside in Mt. Laurel, NJ. They have four daughters: 
Detra (11/4/70), Candra (5/25/76), Tynesha (9/10/79), and Raven (5/23/85). 


What They’re Saying About Ray Rhodes 


Eagles’ Owner Jeffrey Lurie on Rhodes: “If you want to measure a coach's heart, I'd go with Ray's heart 
He's obsessed with winning championships. He's won five in San Francisco and ne expects to win them as 
head coach here. | think he has all the ingredients of being a star head coach and it's because he's a great 
person. | think behind all the speeches and discipline and fighting attitude, is a guy who is very comfortable 
with himself, He brings that across to his players and to the whole team. It's Ray's way or the highway, I think 
if you look at most sports franchises thal are successful, there's a leader there thal everybody can rally around 
and respect, and he's in control of this team.” 


Lurie on Rhodes’ coaching style: "| would say it's his own style. The important thing to me is that he has. 
such self-confidence, that he's able to deliver what he feels is right every single day at practice, in the off-sea- 
son, in terms of game preparation, halftime. He's not worried about doing it by the book. He's not worried 
about what other coaches do. He's worried about what feels right to him and he's confident enough that he 
doesn't mind alienating players in the process. If he thinks someone needs to be benched, he's going to do 
it. W's all for what's right for winning championships and not about players’ egos, or coaches’ egos, or any- 
body, That's "his” style. | call that Rhodes’ style. 


Lurie on Rhodes’ ability as a talent evaluator:” | think he looks at players on what they can produce, How 
hungry are they? Not what they've done for the past two or three years, but how are they going to react 
right now with this team. He's looking for tough players...quys that are competitive, love football, love to be 
physical, He wants a physical team. 


Former 49ers’ head coach Bill Walsh on Rhodes: “What | like about Ray was that he was completely com- 
mitted, He was demanding of himself and his men, He'd have made a hell of a field general in any war. Men 
respect him, He's a no-nonsense person who cuts right through things to get to the essence of an issue.” 


Rhodes on why he chose the Eagles’ head coaching job over that of the Rams in '95: “The commitment 
from Mr. Lurie. He's very committed to getting [it] done. He wants to win a championship. It reminds me ot 
the commitment that [49ers’ owner] Mr. [Eddie] DeBartolo has, When we had conversations during my in 
terview, Mr. Lurie and | shared some of the same thoughts as far as how we feel about situations. He’s com- 
mitted to winning, I'm committed to winning. Together, | think we can get it done. 


Rhodes on the qualities he exhibited as an assistant that will make him a successful head coach: “As 
an assistant, you're able to get a real good feel for the pulse of the team. | had a good rapport with the play- 
ers from a coach's standpoint. I'm the coach and they're still the players, true enough - but | knew if a guy 
was ready to play, if he was having personal problems or whatever ... things thal, as a coach, you have to 
have a feel for. | really think | had a good feel for the players and what they were able to do.” 


Rhodes on being an African-American head coach in the NFL: “it's not important that | became the third 
black head coach In the NFL. What's important is that | be good at what | do, that | get the job done. That's 
always what I've been about... When Mr. Lurie hired me to coach the Eagles. it wasn’t because I'm black, He 
hired me because he felt | was the best man available. That's what's important, And that’s what | can be 
judged on. | don't want to be judged on any other thing but being the best ..."

Offensive Line 


Bill Callahan was named as the Eagles’ offensive line coach on February 13, 
1994. The 39-year old Callahan (born 7/31/56) had spent the previous five sea- 
sons coaching the University of Wisconsin's offensive line, a unit largely respon- 
sible for the Badgers’ resurgence as a Big 10 and national power. 

Acollege quarterback himself at Illinois Benedictine, Callahan is the only NFL of- 
fensive line coach to have been a signal caller on the collegiate level. 

In 1995, his first season with the Eagles, Callahan's ability to adapt on the fly 
helped enable the Birds’ rushing game to rank fourth in the NFL behind only 
Kansas City, Dallas, and Seattle. When his unit lost two starting tackles early on - 
one to a suspension and the other to a season-ending injury - Callahan reached 
into his bullpen and helped the Birds change their planned “West Coast" passing 
attack to one of the most feared rushing games in the league. Callahan's deft 
patchwork gave the Eagles a unique and successful mix of long-time NFL vets 
along with a rookie starting left tackle. 

Over his final two seasons at Wisconsin, Badger linemen earned nine 1st team 
All-Big 10 honors on units selected by the media and by the conference's coach- 
es. Among the Badgers named to those All-Big 10 teams were Joe Panos, a 3rd 
round pick of the Eagles’ in ‘94, and center Cory Raymer, a 2nd round pick of the 
Redskins in '95 and UW's first consensus All-America in 13 years. Wisconsin's 
strong offensive line play over those same two seasons enabled the Badgers to 
average 251 and 241 rushing yards per game, respectively, their second and third 
best outputs in school history. 

Prior to serving at Wisconsin, Callahan spent 1989 as the offensive coordinator 
at Southern Illinois where his unit set 18 school marks. Before that, he served a 
two-year stint (1987-88) as offensive line coach at Northern Arizona. Callahan be- 
gan his coaching career at Illinois, serving first as a graduate assistant and then 
as a full-time assistant from 1982-87, coaching a variety of different positions in- 
cluding tight ends, offensive line, quarterbacks, and special teams. 

A Chicago native, Callahan received a B.A. degree from Illinois Benedictine 
where he was a three-year starter at quarterback and an NAIA honorable mention 
All-America pick in 1976-77. 

He and his wife Valerie reside in Mt. Laurel, NJ, with their four children, daugh- 
ters Cathryn and Jaclyn and sons Brian and Danny.

Wide Receivers

Gerald Carr, 36, came to the Eagles in 1995 after spending the previous 11 sea- 
sons coaching in the collegiate ranks. Just prior to making the jump to the NFL's 
Eagles, Carr spent the 1992-94 campaigns as the quarterbacks coach at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina. During that time, he was responsible for the development 
of Tar Heel quarterback Jason Stanicek who set school records in virtually every 
passing category. 

After beginning his coaching career as a graduate assistant at Southern Illinois 
in 1981, Carr spent ‘83 - ‘85 at Davidson coaching receivers and defensive backs. 
He then tutored quarterbacks and receivers at Akron for three years before mov- 
ing on to Washington State as receivers coach from 1989-90 and then the Univer- 
sity of Arizona as quarterbacks coach in 1991. 

A native of Davidson, NC, Carr (born 6/28/59) starred at North Mecklenburg HS 
before moving on to Southern Illinois (1977-80) where he played quarterback and 
earned a degree in administrative science. He is a cousin of Mel Hoover, a wide 
receiver with the Eagles from 1982-84. 

Carr and his wife Vanessa reside in Sicklerville, NJ, with their two daughters, 
Ashonti and Miteya. 


JUAN CASTILLO 


Offensive Assistant 


Juan Castillo joined the Eagles’ coaching staff on March 1, 1995, as an offensive 
assistant. In this role, he works closely with coordinator Jon Gruden and the of- 
fensive position coaches assisting in game-planning, the studying of game tapes, 
and with various on-field responsibilities. 

Castillo came to the Eagles from Texas A&M-Kingsville (formerly Texas A&l Uni- 
versity), where he was the Javelinas’ offensive line coach from 1990-94. During 
that time, Castillo aided in the development of five Division II All-America offensive 
linemen, including tackles Jermane Mayberry, the Eagles’ 1996 first round pick, 
and Earl Dotson, a third round pick of the Green Bay Packers in 1993. He also 
served as a summer coaching intern for the NFL’s Tampa Bay Buccaneers (1994), 
Seattle Seahawks (1993), and Buffalo Bills (1992). 

A former linebacker with Texas A&M-Kingsville and the USFL’s San Antonio Gun- 
slingers, Castillo began his coaching career as a graduate assistant with the 
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Javelinas before spending 1986-89 on the staff at Kingsville (TX) High School. 
The 36-year old Castillo (born 10/8/59) is a native of Port Isabel, TX. He and his 
wife, Zaida, reside in Moorestown, NJ, with their two sons, Gregory and John. 


JON GRUDEN 


Offensive Coordinator 


One of the first moves Ray Rhodes made when he took over the Eagles’ head 
coaching reins in February of 1995 was to name Jon Gruden as the club's new of- 
fensive coordinator. As such, the then 31-year old Gruden became the NFL's 
youngest offensive coordinator. 

In his role at the helm of the Birds' offense, Gruden, considered by many NFL 
coaches and executives to be one of the finest young minds in the game today, is 
responsible for all aspects of the offense. 

In 1995, his first year with the club, Gruden’s implementation of the “West Coast” 
offense - the attack made famous by the San Francisco 49ers of the 1980s and 
‘90s - was hampered by early-season injuries to the club's starting right tackle and 
fullback and a suspension of the team's #1 left tackle. Undaunted, Gruden 
changed the pass oriented “West Coast” attack to what he jokingly referred to as 
the Jersey Shore Offense.” The successful switch, combined with the insertion of 
backup QB Rodney Peete into the starting lineup, enabled the Birds to turn their 
1-3 start into a 10-6 finish and the top Wild Card slot in postseason play. Along the 
way, Philadelphia rode the legs of running backs Ricky Watters and Charlie Gar- 
ner, who helped power the Eagles’ ground game to a #4 ranking in the NFL be- 
hind only Kansas City, Dallas, and Seattle. 

Before joining the Eagles, Gruden had spent the previous three seasons with the 
Packers who, under head coach Mike Holmgren, successfully implemented the 
“West Coast” offense. A Tampa, FL, native, Gruden first joined the Pack's staff as 
offensive/quality control coach in 1992 before being promoted to wide receivers 
coach in 1993. 

Prior to becoming a Packers’ aide, Gruden enjoyed a rapid ascent through the 
coaching ranks, making five different stops in a five-year span. He first served as 
the passing game coordinator at Southeast Missouri State for one year before 
moving to the University of the Pacific in 1989 where he coached wide receivers. 
He then became an offensive assistant with the San Francisco 49ers during the ‘90 
season and worked closely with Holmgren, then the 49ers’ offensive coordinator. 
In 1991, Gruden joined then-head coach Paul Hackett’s staff at the University of 
Pittsburgh to tutor the Panthers’ wide receivers. 

A degree of Gruden’s early success in football may be attributed to his being 
born into a football family - his father, Jim, is a regional scout for the San Francis- 
co 49ers and formerly served as the backfield coach under John McKay with the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers. His brother, Jay, quarterbacked the Arena Football 
League's Tampa Storm to championships in 1991, ‘93, and ‘95. Jay's wife, Sherri, 
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is the Buccaneers’ asst. director of sales and fundraising. 

Born 8/17/63 in Sandusky, OH, Jon went on to the University of Dayton where 
he was a three-year letterman as a quarterback before graduating in 1985 with a 
degree in communications. He then began his coaching career by spending two 
seasons (1986-87) as a graduate assistant at the University of Tennessee. 

Jon is married to the former Cindy Brooks, a one-time cheerleader at Tennessee. 
The couple resides in Mt. Laurel, NJ, with their son, Jon David II (1/19/94). 


DICK JAMIESON 


Running Backs 


Dick Jamieson begins his second season with the Eagles after being named the 
club's running backs coach on February 13, 1995. 

In his first year with the Birds, Jamieson and running backs Ricky Watters and 
Charlie Garner helped Philadelphia turn a 1-3 start into a 10-6 finish and a berth in 
the playoffs. With 1,273 rushing yards from Watters and another 588 from Garner, 
the Eagles’ ground game ranked fourth in the NFL behind only Kansas City, Dal- 
las, and Seattle. In addition to ranking 4th & 16th individually among NFC rushers, 
Watters and Garner combined for 1,861 rushing yards, making them the league's 
second most productive backfield duo behind only Dallas’s Emmitt Smith (1,773 
yards) and Sherman Williams (205). 

Prior to joining the Eagles, Jamieson, now 58 (11/13/37), had most recently 
served as running backs coach at Rutgers University from 1992-94. 

In addition to his current stint with the Eagles, Jamieson previously logged eight 
years of NFL coaching experience. He first spent six seasons as an assistant with 
the St. Louis Cardinals, coaching running backs and quarterbacks from 1980-84 
before being elevated to offensive coordinator in ‘85. During that time, he was in- 
strumental in aiding the development of talented running backs Ottis Anderson 
and Stump Mitchell as well as Pro Bowl quarterback Neil Lomax. He then spent 
the 1986-87 seasons as the Houston Oilers’ running backs coach, overseeing a 
group that included future Pro Bowler Mike Rozier. 

In addition to his stint on the collegiate level at Rutgers, Jamieson also tutored 
quarterbacks and receivers at Missouri from 1973-77 before posting an 11-11 
record in 1978-79 as a head coach at Indiana State. Later, following his years with 
the NFL's Cardinals and Oilers, Jamieson returned to the college ranks serving as 
assistant head coach and offensive coordinator at Northwestern from 1990-91. 

A native of Peoria, IL, Jamieson was a standout quarterback and baseball play- 
er at Bradley University from 1955-58. After leading the nation’s small colleges in 
total offense, Jamieson signed a baseball contract with the Pittsburgh Pirates and 
spent 1958-59 with that organization. In 1959, he returned to football as a backup 
to Hall of Fame quarterback Johnny Unitas with the Baltimore Colts before spend- 
ing 1960-61 with the AFL's New York Titans. 

Jamieson, whose wife Rosalie passed away days before the Birds’ 1995 season 
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finale, resides in Cherry Hill, NJ. He has three children, Judi, Jeff, and Tim, the 
head baseball coach at the University of Missouri. Earlier this year, Tim led the Mis- 
souri Tigers to a conference title. Jamieson’s brother is ABC-TV News correspon- 
dent Bob Jamieson. 


CHUCK KNOX, J 


Defensive Assistant 


Chuck Knox, Jr. joined head coach Ray Rhodes’ Eagles coaching staff on March 
10, 1995, as a defensive assistant. In that role, he works closely with coordinator 
Emmitt Thomas and the defensive position coaches, assisting in game-planning, 
the studying of game tapes, and with various on-field responsibilities. 

The 31-year old Knox (2/19/65) came to the Eagles from the Los Angeles Rams, 
where his father, Chuck, Sr., was head coach from 1992-94. In 1994, the younger 
Knox served as the Rams running backs coach and, in that role, worked closely 
with Pro Bow! RB Jerome Bettis. Prior to that he spent the ‘93 season as a Rams 
coaching intern, aiding the offensive assistants with computer analysis of oppo- 
nents and with the Rams' self-scouting procedure. 

As a junior at Orchard Park (NY) High School, Knox was a teammate of current 
Minnesota Twin, Dave Hollins. Knox was the club's leading rusher while Hollins 
was an all-league quarterback. After his father became the coach of the Seattle 
Seahawks the next season, Knox transferred to Bellevue (WA) High School for his 
senior year and earned all-state honors. He then was a three-year letterman at the 
University of Arizona from 1985-87 

Knox and his wife, Anfrea, reside in Mt. Laurel, NJ. 


DANNY SMITH 


Special Teams 


Now in his second year as the Eagles’ special teams coach, Danny Smith, joined 
the Philadelphia staff after spending the previous eight years as an assistant at 
Georgia Tech. During his tenure at Tech, Smith served as the Yellow Jackets’ as- 
sistant head coach from 1992-94, and also tutored running backs (1987-91), wide 
receivers (1992-93), and defensive backs (1994), in addition to serving as the re- 
cruiting coordinator in 1994. 

In 1990, Smith's fourth season as an assistant with the Yellow Jackets, Bobby 
Ross’ Tech squad went 12-0 to earn the national championship (UPI) as the na- 
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tion’s only undefeated major college team. 

Before joining the staff at Georgia Tech, Smith coached at The Citadel (defen- 
sive coordinator and defensive backs coach, 1984-86), William & Mary (defensive 
backs and ends, 1980-83), and Clemson (defensive backs, 1979). Smith, now 40 
(11/7/54), began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at his alma mater, 
Edinboro (PA) State, where he received his bachelor of science degree in ele- 
mentary and special education in 1976. He then spent two years at his former high 
school, Central Catholic, in Pittsburgh, PA, where he tutored current Miami Dol- 
phin quarterback Dan Marino. 

Danny and his wife, Elaine, reside in Mt. Laurel, NJ, with their two daughters, 
Erin, 16, and Courtney, 12, and son, Jason, 6. 


EMMITT THOMAS 


Defensive Coordinator 


On February 7, 1995, just four days after becoming the Eagles’ head coach, Ray 
Rhodes named Emmitt Thomas as his defensive coordinator. In Thomas, Rhodes 
found a man much like himself - a Texas native and former NFL defensive back 
who went on to earn multiple Super Bowl rings as an assistant coach. 

Under Thomas, the Birds’ defense brought a much more aggressive approach 
to the game in ‘95. That approach enabled Philadelphia to rank fourth in the NFL 
in total yards allowed and second in passing yards surrendered. The Eagles also 
led the NFC and ranked second in the NFL behind Buffalo with 48 sacks, and tied 
for third in the league in takeaways with 38. Under Thomas's guidance, defensive 
end William Fuller (13 sacks) and linebacker William Thomas (7 interceptions) 
earned trips to the Pro Bowl while 1995 second round draft pick, cornerback Bob- 
by Taylor, earned a spot on the NFL's all-rookie team. 

No stranger to the Eagles and the NFC East, the 52-year-old Thomas spent the 
previous 14 seasons as an assistant in the division, first with the Cardinals (1981- 
85) and then with the Redskins (1986-94). 

After spending his first season with the Redskins tutoring wide receivers, Thomas 
spent the next eight years as Washington's secondary coach (the first six of those 
under head coach Joe Gibbs, the last two under Richie Petitbon and Norv Turner, 
respectively). 

During Thomas’ tenure with the ‘Skins, the team made five playoff appearances, 
won two NFC titles, and captured victories in Super Bowls XXII and XXVI. Under 
his guidance, the Redskins also finished among the top five in the NFL in inter- 
ceptions twice from 1991-94. 

Before joining the Washington staff, Thomas coached the Cardinals’ receivers 
from 1981-85. In 1984, his pass catchers, led by Pro Bowler Roy Green, ranked 
first in the NFC in receptions. Thomas’ first coaching experience came as defen- 
sive backfield coach at Central Missouri State (1979-80). 

Born June 3, 1943, in Angleton, TX, Thomas went on to become a quarterback 
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and receiver at Bishop (TX) College (1963-65). He then signed with the Kansas 
City Chiefs as a free agent and made a successful transition to defensive back. 

In his 13-year playing career with the Chiefs (1966-78), Thomas played in five 
Pro Bowls and in Super Bowls | and IV. He twice led the NFL in interceptions and 
finished his career with 58 INTs, including one in Kansas City’s Super Bowl IV vic- 
tory over Minnesota. In fact, Thomas holds the distinction of being the last AFL 
player to record an interception with his INT in the closing moments of that Super 
Bowl (the AFL and NFL merged the following year). 

The father of two children, Derek and Debra, Thomas resides in Voorhees, NJ, 
with his wife, Jacqui. His son Derek is an assistant basketball coach at St. Louis 
University. 


MIKE TRGOVAC 


Defensive Line 


Thirty six-year old Mike Trgovac (pronounced TER-guh-vak) enters his 2nd season 
as the Birds’ defensive line coach after spending the 1992-94 seasons as an as- 
sistant on Lou Holtz’s staff at Notre Dame. 

In Trgovac's first NFL campaign, the Birds’ defensive line was among the 
league's best. In fact, the Eagles, whose 48 sacks overall led the NFC and ranked 
2nd in the NFL, got an NFL-best 42.5 sacks from their defensive linemen. One key 
factor to the consistent play of the defensive line was the rotation system imple- 
mented by Ray Rhodes and Trgovac. Besides William Fuller, who earned a Pro 
Bow! berth, other strong contributions were turned in by Andy Harmon (11 sacks), 
and four players who had not seen any NFL action in 1994: Kevin Johnson (6 
sacks), rookie DE Mike Mamula (5.5), Daniel Stubbs (5.5), and Ronnie Dixon. 

During his tenure with Notre Dame, Trgovac vastly improved the Fighting Irish's 
defensive line and sent two players on to the NFL. Trgovac became the Notre 
Dame defensive line coach in 1992 and was promoted to assistant head coach a 
year later after the Irish's defensive front flourished under his guidance, tripling its 
sack total from the previous year with 36. 

In 1994, he saw a pair of his players selected early in the NFL draft as San Fran- 
cisco took tackle Bryant Young with the seventh pick in the first round and Chica- 
go grabbed tackle Jim Flanigan in the 3rd round. As an NFL rookie, the well-pre- 
pared Young started every game for the Super Bowl champion 49ers, whose de- 
fense was under the direction of then-coordinator Ray Rhodes, now the Eagles * 
head coach. 

Prior to his stint in South Bend, Trgovac served as the defensive line coach on 
staffs at Colorado State (1990-91), Navy (1989), and Ball State (1986-88) after be- 
ginning his coaching career by spending two seasons as a graduate assistant at 
his alma mater, Michigan. 

As a collegian himself, Trgovac started three seasons at middle guard for Bo 
Schembechler's Michigan defense from 1978-80. He twice earned All-Big 10 hon- 
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ors, was a second team All-America selection as a senior, and was a member of 
three Big 10 championship teams. 

Trgovac went on to graduate from Michigan in 1982 with a degree in education. 
Today, he and his wife, Angela, reside in Marlton, NJ, with their daughter, Jordan. 


JOE VITT 


-Linebackers 


Entering his 2nd season on Ray Rhodes' Eagles staff is linebackers coach Joe Vitt. 
A native of nearby Blackwood, Nu, Vitt returned to the Delaware Valley last year 
with 16 seasons of NFL experience under his belt. 

In 1995, his first season with the Eagles, Vitt guided William Thomas to his first 
Pro Bowl berth and also was instrumental in helping the Eagles’ defense rank 4th 
in the NFL in total yards allowed and 2nd in the entire league in pass defense. 

Now 41, Vitt first broke into the league as the weight training coordinator for the 
Baltimore Colts (1979-81) before joining the Seattle Seahawks in the same ca- 
pacity in 1982. One year later, when Chuck Knox, Sr. was made the Seahawks’ 
head coach, Vitt became the club’s special assignments coach and saw his du- 
ties expanded. He subsequently became Seattle's secondary coach for the next 
eight seasons. Vitt then followed Knox to the then Los Angeles Rams and from 
1992-94 served as that club's assistant head coach/secondary coach. 

Born 8/23/54 in Syracuse, NY, Vitt became a three-year letterman at linebacker 
for Towson State University in Maryland after attending Highland Regional High in 
Blackwood, NJ. Today, Joe and his wife, Linda, reside in Mt. Laurel, NJ, with their 
two children, Joe Jr., (16) and Jennifer (14). 


TED WILLIAMS 


Tight Ends 


Ted Williams, who coached on the collegiate level for 15 consecutive years before 
moving to the NFL ranks, is now in his 2nd season overseeing the Birds’ tight 
ends. 

Prior to joining Ray Rhodes’ Eagles staff, the 52-year old Williams most recent- 
ly served as secondary coach at the University of Arizona in 1994. Before that he 
spent three years (1991-93) as offensive coordinator and running backs coach at 
Washington State and the previous 10 seasons as an assistant on Terry Don- 
ahue's UCLA staff, tutoring the Bruins’ linebackers from 1980-86 and running 
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backs from 1987-89. 

During his tenure at UCLA, the Bruins went to eight straight bowl games and 
Williams aided in the development of All-America linebackers Ken Norton, Jr., and 
Carnel Lake, and heralded running backs Gaston Green, Eric Ball, and Mel Farr. 

After serving more than a decade as a football coach, teacher, and athletic di- 
rector at Compton (CA) High School, Williams was named head coach at Los An- 
geles City College in 1980 but a short time later accepted an offer from Donahue 
to join the Bruins’ staff. 

A high school basketball and baseball star himself at Centennial High in Comp- 
ton, Williams earned a place in the Cal Poly Pomona University baseball Hall of 
Fame. A 1966 graduate of CPP with a degree in biological sciences and physical 
education, Williams went on to earn a Master's degree, a second undergraduate 
degree in zoological science, and his teaching-administration credentials from Cal 
State Los Angeles in 1968. 

Born in Lyons, TX, (11/17/43) Williams and his wife, Theresa, have three sons, 
Daryl (26), Donald (9), and a newborn, Daniel, and a daughter, Terri (24). 


MIKE WOLF 


Strength and Conditioning 


Mike Wolf, 30, joined Ray Rhodes’ coaching staff in 1995 as the Eagles’ strength 
and conditioning coordinator after spending the previous three seasons as the as- 
sistant strength and conditioning coach with the Minnesota Vikings. 

Wolf began his career as a graduate assistant strength coach at Vanderbilt 
(1988-89), He then served as the head strength and conditioning coach at Lehigh 
University (1990) and as an assistant at Penn State for one season prior to joining 
the Vikings. 

Wolf attended Penn State from 1983-87 and was a two-year letterman at center 
for the Nittany Lions. 

A native of Allentown, PA, (5/15/65) Wolf was an all-state center at William Allen 
High before going on to Penn State. Wolf then earned a bachelor's degree in ex- 
ercise and sports science from Penn State and a master's degree in health pro- 
motion and exercise science from Vanderbilt. His brother, Joe, a standout offen- 
sive lineman for Boston College, is entering his eighth season in ‘96 as member 
of the Arizona Cardinals.

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BARON BAPTISTE 


Peak Performance Specialist 


Baron Baptiste was named to the newly created position of peak performance 
specialist by Eagles’ owner Jeffrey Lurie on April 26, 1995, 

In this position, Baptiste, one of the leading specialists in dynamic stretching 
and injury prevention, will oversee the team’s stretching regimen and will also be 
responsible for the players’ nutritional intake. 

The son of Walt Baptiste, a former Mr. America and Mr. Universe, Baron has 
taught classes on high performance nutrition and peak training specialties, A na- 
tive of Beverly Hills, CA, Baptiste has designed a “power stretching conditioning 
workout” - a rigorous, super flexibility and strength-building series of poses de- 
signed to transform and increase joint mobility, agility, muscle flexibility, coordina- 
tion and mental focus, 

Baron has worked with entertainers like Raquel Welch, Ali McGraw, Helen Hunt, 
and athletes such as John McEnroe and Kareem Abdul Jabbar.

CHUCK BANKER 


Director of Scouting 


On July 2, 1996, Chuck Banker was promoted to the newly created position of di- 
rector of scouting. Banker, who had been the Birds’ director of pro personnel since 
being hired by owner Jeffrey Lurie on 7/5/94, is a highly respected talent evalua- 
tor with 15 years of NFL experience. 

“With the salary cap in place and with free agency being what it is today,” said 
Lurie, “a key way to increase your chances of winning championships is to be the 
best at gathering and evaluating information on player personnel. The addition of 
a respected football man and talent evaluator like Chuck to the pro-scouting side 
undoubtedly makes us a better club.” 

In this role, Banker works with Dick Daniels, the club's director of football oper- 
ations, and is responsible for the evaluation of pro and college players and for 
making recommendations that will aid the club in the acquisition of veteran talent 
through free agency, trades, and waivers. 

A native of Prescott, AZ, Banker's first stint in the NFL was as an assistant coach 
with the St. Louis Cardinals from 1980-85 under then head coach Jim Hanifan. 
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Banker then spent the 1987-88 NFL campaigns as a special teams coach on Joe 
Gibbs’ Washington Redskins staff, and helped guide that club to a Super Bowl vic- 
tory over Denver following the '87 season. From 1989 through the spring of ‘94, 
Banker served as a scout with the Redskins who captured another NFL title in that 
span by defeating the Buffalo Bills in Super Bowl XXVII. 

The 55-year old (3/12/41) Banker was born in Prescott, AZ, and attended Mon- 
rovia (CA) High before graduating from Westminster College (UT) with a degree in 
physical education. He currently resides in Moorestown, NJ, with his three chil- 
dren, Christy, 23, Sara, 21, and Bryan, 19. 


JOHN WOOTEN 


Director of College Scouting 


A success on a variety of levels in the NFL — as a player, a scout, and as an ex- 
ecutive — John Wooten now begins his fourth season directing the Eagles’ col- 
lege scouting department. 

Immediately prior to joining the Eagles, Wooten, one of the highest-ranking mi- 
norities in the NFL, spent a year as the league's director of player programs, over- 
seeing the league's services with regard to continuing education, financial plan- 
ning, offseason internships, and family assistance. 

Before working at the league office, Wooten spent 16 years with the Dallas Cow- 
boys, beginning as a scout and eventually ascending to the rank of director of pro 
personnel. Wooten headed the Cowboys’ player personnel department from 
1989-91 and is widely credited with helping rebuild the Cowboys into a Super 
Bowl winner through key drafts and trades, In his tenure as personnel director, 
Dallas drafted such stars as quarterback Troy Aikman, center Mark Stepnoski, and 
fullback Daryl Johnston. Former Cowboys head coach Jimmy Johnson, in partic- 
ular, credited Wooten with also orchestrating trades that enabled Dallas to draft 
defensive tackle Russell Maryland and star running back Emmitt Smith. 

Wooten's stint with the Cowboys followed 10 years in the NFL as a player and 
another as a player agent. Drafted by Cleveland in the fifth round in 1959, Wooten 
started nine seasons at guard for the Browns under head coaches Paul Brown and 
Blanton Collier and one season with Washington. So great was his impact on the 
Browns, he was named to the organization's all-time team by Cleveland fans in 
1979. During his playing days, Wooten was selected to two Pro Bowls and, in 
1965, was named all-pro while helping Cleveland to a 27-0 thrashing of Baltimore 
in the NFL Championship Game. 

As a prep star, Wooten lettered in football and, as a basketball center, led Carls- 
bad (NM) High to two state championships. He then went on to an All-America ca- 
reer at the University of Colorado and, in 1989, was named to that school's all-cen- 
tury team. 

The 60-year old (12/5/36) Wooten and his wife Beverly reside in Cherry Hill, NJ. 
They have two daughters, Gina and Lynette, and one son, John David. 
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STEVE CROSBY 


College Scout 


Steve Crosby ,46, joined the Eagles this spring after spending five years with the 
Cleveland Browns, where he was the running backs coach for four years before 
assuming the role of offensive coordinator in 1994. 

After his brief stint as a running back for the New York Giants from 1974-76, 
Crosby served as a scout for Don Shula's Miami Dolphins from 1977-78. From

He then joined the 
Atlanta Falcons, working with quarterbacks and running backs from 1983-84. Af- 
ter tutoring the Browns’ running backs in 1985, Crosby returned to Atlanta as quar- 
terbacks coach in 1986 before switching to running backs coach (1987-89). He 
then served as a special teams and tight ends coach with the Patriots before re- 
joining the Browns. 

Crosby and his wife, Lisa, have three children: Mathew, Jeffrey, and Lauren. 


JAKE HALLUM 


College Scout 


After serving as a regional scout for National Football Scouting from 1992-94, Jake 
Hallum became a member of the Eagles’ player personnel department in June of 
‘95. In this role he functions as the club's regional scout in the Southeast portion 
of the country. 

Prior to joining National, with whom he scouted the states of Texas, Oklahoma, 
Louisiana, and Mississippi, Hallum, now 57, had been a coach on the college lev- 
el for 24 years. After serving as head coach at Morehead State (KY) from 1968-71, 
he went on to Maryland and served as the Terrapins’ offensive line coach from 
1972-81. He then served as an assistant at Kentucky (1982-89) before spending 
1990-91 at Arizona State as an offensive line/tight ends coach. 

Born 11/2/38 in Liberty, SC, Hallum went on to play guard and linebacker at 
Newberry (SC) College (1957-60) and later earned his master's degree from Mur- 
ray State in 1965. He first coached high school football at his alma mater, Pickens 
(SC) HS (1960-62), before making stops at Hopkinsville (KY) HS (1962-66) and 
Paul G. Blazer HS in Ashland, KY (1966-67).

Pro Scout 


LeCharls McDaniel enters his first season with the Birds’ scouting staff after spend- 
ing the past two years at San Diego State University as a special teams coach and 
defensive assistant. 

After a four-year playing career in the NFL, McDaniel moved into the coaching 
ranks at Hartnell College (CA), where he tutored the secondary from 1984 until 
1989. He then jumped to the NFL, where he served as a special teams assistant 
with the San Diego Chargers until 1991.

DAN SHONKA 


College Scout 


Dan Shonka is in his third year with the Eagles after joining the club as a regional 
college scout in 1994, The 43-year-old (9/19/52) native of Cedar Rapids, IA, first 
came to the Eagles with a wide range of football experience, having spent 1987- 
93 as an area scout for National Football Scouting, a service to which 14 NFL 
teams, including the Eagles, subscribe. He also spent a year (1983) covering the 
midwest region for the USFL's Philadelphia Stars (1983). 

Shonka’s coaching resume includes stints as a highly successful head coach 
at New Mexico Highlands (1984-86), Independence (KS) Community College 
(1981-82), and Highland (KS) Community College (1980). The University of lowa 
grad helped turn around the football program at all three of those schools, each 
of whom had experienced a 1-8 campaign the year before his arrival. In fact, his 
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New Mexico Highlands squads set over 50 team, conference, and NAIA records. 
Prior to that, Shonka was an assistant at Purdue (1977-78) and Rice (1976). 

Dan and his wife, Peggy, are co-publishers of College Football Preview, an an- 
nual national sports magazine focusing on small college football. Shonka has al- 
so been active in greyhound adoption programs nationally and has helped get 
over 400 retired racers homes over the past seven years.

JAMES COLLINS 


Head Trainer 


James Collins enters the 1996 season as the Eagles’ new head trainer. The 39- 
year old Collins joined the Eagles this spring after having spent five years as a 
trainer with the Denver Broncos and the summer of ‘95 with the World League’s 
London Monarchs. 

After receiving his degree in physical education from San Diego State in 1986, 
Collins first gained NFL experience with the San Diego Chargers, with whom he 
started as a training intern during the 1986 season. In 1987, Collins was then pro- 
moted to assistant trainer, a position he held until 1989. 

During his tenure with the Chargers, Collins also served as an orthopedic tech- 
nician and surgical assistant for three years with OASIS Medical Group, a sports 
medicine clinic in San Diego. While at that facility, Collins worked under the guid- 
ance of Dr. Gary Losse, a team physician with the Chargers.

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SCOTTIE PATTON 


Assistant Athletic Trainer 


A veteran of four NFL seasons as a member of the 49ers’ training staff, Scottie Pat- 
ton begins his first campaign in Philadelphia as assistant athletic trainer. After orig- 
inally joining the San Francisco organization as a training assistant in 1992, Patton 
was promoted to the position of assistant trainer in 1994. 

Patton earned both his National Athletic Trainers Association (NATA) certificate 
and his physical education/exercise science degree from Appalachian State in 
1990.

The Eagles opened their 63rd NFL season and their 
first under head coach Ray Rhodes with a disap- 
pointing loss to the visiting Tampa Bay Buccaneers, 
21-6. Mistakes seemed to haunt the Birds all day 
long as they committed eight penalties and two 
costly 2nd-half turnovers, while converting only 6 of 
15 third-down opportunities (1-5 in the 2nd half) 

Philadelphia moved the ball well on its first two dri 

ves but the Birds were haunted - as they were in the 
preseason - by the inability to get touchdowns from 
inside the red zone. Instead, the Eagles had to set- 
tle for 2 FGs. WR/KR Kelvin Martin, who was one of 
23 players making their Eagle debut, returned a punt 
38 yards to help set up Gary Anderson's first FG, a 
21-ydr. However, the Bucs struck right back on their 
next play from scrimmage with a picture-perfect 64- 
yd scoring strike from QB Trent Dilfer to WR Horace 
Copeland to make the score 7-3. On their ensuing 
possession, the Eagles settled for another Anderson 
FG - this time from 28 yds away to cut the Bucs’ lead 
to 7-6. The game would remain 7-6 until early in the 
4th qtr., when Dilfer, after Ricky Watters’ second 
fumble of the day, connected with TE Jackie Harris 
ona 10-yd TD pass to stretch the Tampa lead to 14- 
6. After the Eagles punted on their next drive, the 
Bucs, faced with a 3rd-and-10 in their own territory, 
used another Dilfer-to-Copeland bomb that covered 
44 yds to set up RB Errict Rhett's 19-yd TD run that 
sealed the 21-6 loss.

The Eagles captured their first victory of the 1995 
season and their first under the direction of rookie 
head coach Ray Rhodes with a 31-19 win over Bud: 
dy Ryan's Arizona Cardinals at Sun Devil Stadium. In 
a nationally televised contest (TNT) played in 99-de- 
gree heat, both back-up quarterbacks (Phila's Rod- 
ney Peete and Arz's Mike Buck) took center stage 
early on. Rhodes replaced an ineffective Randall 
Cunningham with Peete in the 2nd quarter. Like 
wise, Ryan inserted Mike Buck in place of starter 
David Krieg in the 2nd stanza after Krieg threw 2 
INTs, including one that Birds’ LB William Thomas 
returned 37 yds for his first career TD and a 7-0 Philly 
lead. Peete, seeing his first regular season action of 
95, went on to finish the night 13-8-145 as a passer, 
including a 19-yd TD toss to WR Fred Barnett. Peete 
and the Birds also benefitted from a solid running 
game keyed by the strong play of the offensive line 
and RBs Ricky Watters (22-94-28LG) and Charlie 
Garner (10-71-28LG-1TD). The game, however, was 
a costly one for both clubs. The Eagles lost two 
starters for the remainder of the season to knee in- 
junes - FB Kevin Turner and RT Lester Holmes, The 
Cards sustained injuries to starting MLB Eric Hill and 
DT Eric Swann. A stingy run defense and a 21-pt 
second hall also loomed large in the Birds’ first vic: 
tory over the Cardinals in Tempe, AZ, since 1992 
The Birds’ allowed Arizona only 30 yards on 23 car- 
fies (a 1.2 avg,), including a 17-21 rushing night for 
the highly-touted Garrison Hearst. In fact, Arz's 30 
rush. yds were the lowest output by an Eagle oppo- 
nent since Houston posted 21 yds on 11 carries on 
12/2/91. In the early going, the game had all the 
makings of a classic defensive struggle as each 
team failed to produce a point during the first 23 
minutes of the contest, After Thomas’ INT return for 
a TD. PK Gary Anderson converted the PAT and, 
subsequently, moved ahead of Lou Groza and into 
10th place on the NFL's all-time scoring list. On the 
next drive, Buck led the Redbirds to a 21-yd FG by K 
Greg Davis with just 0:34 left in the half. A 38-yd kick- 
off return by Kelvin Martin. however. set the stage for 
Peete, whose passing led the Birds toa 43-yd FG by 
Anderson for a 10-3 haiftime lead, The Birds came 
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out strong in the 2nd half as consecutive 28-yd runs 
by Watters and Garner set up Garner's 1-yd TD 
plunge. After another Davis FG, Peete answered 
back with his TD strike to Barnett early in the 4th 
stanza, On the ensuing drive, however, CB Mark 
McNiillian was flagged for a questionable interfer- 
ence call that placed the Cards at the PE1, From 
there Hearst's 1-yd run cut the Eagle lead to 24-13 
Peete then led a 9-play, 62-yd drive capped by rook- 
ie FB Fred McCrary’s 1-yd TD dive.

The Eagles suffered their fitth consecutive defeat at 
home, dropping a 27-21 decision to the visiting San 
Diego Chargers at Veterans Stadium. Big plays took 
atoll on the Eagles as the Chargers scored on a 38- 
yd pass, a 29-yd fumble return, and an 88-yd punt 
retum. In the process, San Diego overcame a 14-0 
deficit by scoring 27 unanswered points and then 
held off a comeback attempt by the Birds. The Ea- 


gles got off a to a flying start as QB Randall Cun- 
ningham connected with RB Ricky Watters ona 4-yd 
swing pass that put Philly up 7-0, Later in the first 
stanza. FS Greg Jackson recovered a Natrone 
Means fumble at the SD36, setting up Cunning- 
ham's 1-yd TD strike to WR Fred Barnett on the first 
play of the 2nd qtr. for a 14-0 lead, But the defend- 
ing AFC Champion Chargers bounced back on their 
next possession as KR Andre Coleman returned the 
ensuing kickoff 41 yds to the PE49, setting up QB 
Stan Humphries’ 38-yd TD pass to WR Shawn Jef- 
ferson. Late in the 2nd qtr., Phila. had opportunities 
to thwart a Charger drive but after CB Derrick Frazier 
dropped a potential INT and LB William Thomas was 
unable to corral a Humphries fumble, John Carney 
booted a 35-yd FG, On the Birds’ next offensive play. 
however, Willie Clark caused WR Calvin Williams to 
fumble and LB Junior Seau returned the ball 29 
yards for a 17-14 Charger lead at the half. Just min- 
Utes into the 3rd qtr, San Diego upped its lead to 24- 
14 when Andre Coleman returned a Tom Hulton 
punt 88 yds fora score. The Chargers’ vaunted pow- 
er back Natrone Means (23-122 rushing) then keyed 
another 3rd qtr. drive that ate up time and set up a 
FG. But the Eagles marched right back, cutting their 
deficit to 6 as Cunningham engineered an 80-yd TD 
drive. That drive was highlighted by a 33-yd pass to 
Calvin Williams and an 18-yd Ricky Watters run, and 
capped off by Cunningham's 3-yd bullet to TE Ed 
West.

For the second week in a row, the Eagles jumped 
out to a big lead in the first quarter, only to see the 
roof cave In. This time, in their first regular season 
visit to the Oakland-Alameda County Coliseum 
since 1971, the Birds let a 17-0 edge evaporate un- 
der an avalanche of turnovers, sacks, and 48 unan- 
‘swered points by the Raiders. Philadelphia used a 
balanced 10-play drive, capped by Charlie Garner's 
7-yd TD run to go up 7-0 before MLB Kurt Gouveia’a 
interception off Raider QB Jeff Hostetler set up Gary 
Anderson's 30-yd FG and a 10-0 lead. Two plays lat- 
er, DT Andy Harmon stripped WR Rocket Ismail of 
the football on a reverse and FS Greg Jackson 
upped Philly's lead to 17-0 by returning the fumble 
45 yds for a TD. Philadelphia, however, would not 
score again, From the mid 2nd Qtr. on, Oakland 
took control in the trenches on both sides of the ball 
giving QB Jeff Hostetler time to throw and wreaking 
havoc on the Eagles’ QBs. In all, the Raiders made 
5 takeaways (2 INTs, 3 FRs) and 7 sacks, and 
scored on two of those takeaways by returning fum- 
bles for TDs, Oakland evened the score in the 2nd 
Qtr. with a Cole Ford FG, a Harvey Williams’ 1-yd TD 
plunge on a 14-play drive, and with Austin Robbins’ 
6-yd return of a fumble by Ricky Watters. Philadel- 
phia then missed a 55-yd FG just before the half: it 
was the last time the Birds would threaten. In the 2nd 
half, the Raiders marched to a FG for a 20-17 lead 
and then ended four straight Eagles possessions 
with a fumble, two INTs, and another fumble. The 
first and third of those takeaways by the Raiders re- 
‘sulted in a 7-yd Hostetler-to-Derrick Fenner TD pass 
and a 4-yd TD run by Harvey Williams that put Oak- 
land on top 34-17. The fourth takeaway came when 
Aundray Bruce sacked QB Rodney Peete (who had 
come on in relief of Randall Cunningham late in the 
‘3rd Qtr) and forced a fumble that LB Rob Fredrick- 
son returned 35 yds. for a TD. Oakland then closed 
out the scoring when Daryl Hobbs turned a Vince 
Evans pass into a 54-yd TD. While DE Pat Swilling (3 
sacks), Bruce (2 sacks), and Fredrickson (1 INT & 1 
TD on a fumble return), led the Raiders’ defense, 
Hostetler (32-22-272-1 TD passing) and Williams (2 
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rushing TDs) led the Silver and Black offense. On the 
afternoon, the Raiders outgained the Eagles 439

The Eagles used 5 Gary Anderson field goals to get 
back on the winning track as they downed the host 
New Orleans Saints, 15-10, Philadelphia's defense, 
stretched thin by injuries to its top two linemen - LDE 
William Fuller (hamstring) and LDT Andy Harmon 
(groin) - still managed to put pressure on Saints OB 
Jim Everett (24-10-102-0-1INT/3 sacks) all day long 
The group was led by rookie first round pick Mike 
Mamula, who not only recorded the first two sacks of 
his career, but also knocked Everett out of the game 
for a period of time in the 3rd qtr. with a sprained an- 
kle. Offensively, Rodney Peete, the man whom 
coach Ray Rhodes chose to start at QB over Randall 
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Cunningham, did a workmanlike job of guiding the 
Eagles into scoring position time and again.

As was the case during each of their previous five 
matchups, the Philadelphia Eagles and Washington 
Redskins played to a dramatic finish with the Birds 
prevailing in an overtime shootout, 37-34, at Veter- 
ans Stadium. Gary Anderson's 35-yd FG with 4:54 
left in the extra session lifted the Eagles to their sixth 
consecutive triumph over the ‘Skins. Philly's version 
of the West Coast offense - simply put - was awe- 
some. Running backs Ricky Watters (25-139 
rush./11-90 rec.) and Charlie Garner (9-120-3TDs 
rush.) led the way as the Eagles racked up 524 yards 
of total offense - their best output since 11/15/81, 
when they gained 574 yards vs. the Baltimore Colts. 
In fact. the 272 yards rushing were the most by the 
Birds since they gained 304 yds. vs. the Patriots on 
11/4/90. Philadelphia also upped its record to 21-0- 
1 in their last 22 contests in which an Eagle has 
topped the 100-yd rushing mark, Watters and Gar- 
ner, however, became the first pair of Eagles RBs to 
each rush for 100 yds in the same game since 
12/17/78 when Wilbert Montgomery and Mike 
Hogan did so vs. the Giants. The Eagles got off toa 
quick start as Garner raced 55 yards for a TD on the 
game's fifth play from scrimmage, For Garner, the 
run was the longest of his brief career. Aftera FG by 
former Eagle Eddie Murray, Wash's Brian Mitchell 
returned a Tom Hutton punt 59 yards for a TD to put 
the Redskins on top 10-7. The Eagles finished the 
1st qtr. scoring as Anderson nailed the first of his 
three FGs on the day, this one a 40-ydr., to knot the 
score at 10-10, But the ‘Skins struck right back in the 
2nd stanza as they recovered a fumble by Eagle WR 
Kelvin Martin and converted it into a 40-yd scoring 
pass from Gus Frerotte to Henry Ellard. Led by QB 
Rodney Peete, who made his second consecutive 
start, the Eagles surged back with a 12-play, 80-yd 
drive capped off by a 1-yd plunge by Garner to even 
the score at 17-17 with 3:07 left in the half, Looking 
to re-take the lead, Frerotte drove the Redskins to 
the PE39 before losing a fumble on a sack by Andy 
Harmon, who tied a personal career best effort with 
3 sacks on the day. Daniel Stubbs, starting at LDE 
for the second straight game in place of an injured 
William Fuller, recovered the ball at the WR48 with 
1:11 remaining in the half. Peete then completed 4 
straight passes, including a 19-yd catch-n-run that 
Watters took to the WR2. Peete, who finished the

game 45-30-256-1-1TD, then found WR Fred Barnett 
in the end zone to give the Eagles a 24-17 halftime 
Jead. The fast and furious scoring pace continued in 
the 2nd half as Frerotte scored on a 1-yd keeper to 
even the game once again at 24-24. But an INT off 
Frerotte by FS Greg Jackson later in the 3rd set up 
Garner's nifty 17-yd TD run that gave the Eagles a 
31-24 lead. For Garner, the three rushing TDs 
equaled a club record last set by Wilbert Mont- 
gomery vs. Hou on 12/19/82. Murray misfired on a 
47-yd FG and Anderson booted a 43-ydr to give the 
Birds a 34-24 lead early in the 4th Q. But the Red- 
skins would not quit, as Frerotte brought them back 
‘onan 80-yd drive that was capped off by a juggling, 
12-yd TD catch by Ellard that closed the gap to 34- 
31. After ‘Skins’ CB Tom Carter made a shoestring, 
first-down saving tackle on Watters, Washington 
drove 57 yds on 15 plays to set up a 46-yd FG into 
the wind by Murray, Murray's boot barely passed 
over the crossbar but it was good enough to send 
the contest into overtime. After winning the coin 
toss, the Redskins’ initial drive stalled at the PE4S 
when CB Bobby Taylor batted away a 3rd down 
pass intended for Michael Westbrook. On the Ea- 
gles’ subsequent possession, Peete marched the 
Birds 73 yds. to the WR18. The drive was highlight- 
ed by Watters, who was 7-33 rushing, and Peete, 
completed 4 of 5 passes, including two 3rd down 
conversions to Barnett, The latter of those came at 
the WR47 where, facing a 3rd-n-8 situation, Barnett

The Eagles used another strong defensive perfor- 
mance and a 122-yd, 1 TD rushing day by Ricky 
Watters to defeat the host New York Giants, 17-14. 
The Birds’ defense rallied behind the strength of 6 
sacks, 3 interceptions, and 1 fumble recovery (for a 
TD) to beat the New Yorkers for the first time since 
12/27/92. After a scoreless 1st qtr, the Eagles took a 
7-0 lead on the second play of the 2nd qtr. as Wat- 
ters scampered 8 yds. into the end zone for his first 
rushing TD as an Eagle. On the ensuing drive, MLB 
Kurt Gouveia forced a fumble by Giants’ RB Rodney 
Hampton that SS Michael Zordich recovered and re- 
turned 58 yds. for a score and a 14-0 lead, The Gi 
ants’ Brad Daluiso then booted two FGs, including a 
27-ydr. with 2 seconds left in the half to trim the Ea 
gles lead to 14-6, The second of those FGs came al- 
ter Birds’ punt returner Kelvin Martin mutfed a punt 
at the E31, The second half featured both club's 
backup quarterbacks as Eagles starter Rodney 
Peete, leveled on a OB scramble late in the 2nd qtr, 
was sidelined by a mild concussion. Randall Cun: 
ningham replaced Peete for the rest of the game, 
marking his first game action since the Birds’ Sept 
24th loss to Oakland. After stalling on the first dive 
of the 2nd half, the Giants inserted QB Tommy Mad- 
dox for Dave Brown, who, besides being sacked 5 
times, went only 18-9-82 passing on the afternoon.

For the second game in a row, the Eagles’ defense 
turned in a stellar performance, this time leading the 
Birds to a 20-9 win over the visiting St, Louis Rams. 
Philadelphia's fourth straight win boosted their 
record to 5-3, After entering the game with league's 
number-one ranked defense, the Eagles flexed their 
defensive muscle with six sacks. wo Interceptions, 
and two fumble recoveries including one that was 
returned for a touchdown. The Birds’ fierce pass 
rush was led by LDT Andy Harmon (2 sacks) and 
LDE William Fuller (2 sacks, 2 FF in his first start 
since missing nearly 3 full games with a hamstring 
pull) as the Birds logged their second straight 6-sack 
performance - a feat last accomplished by Philly in 
1985, After a scoreless 1st qtr, the Eagles opened 
the scoring early in the 2nd stanza as QB Rodney 
Peete connected with WR Calvin Williams on a 33-yd 
scoring strike. After stifling the Rams’ offense 
throughout the half (63 total yards allowed), the Ea- 
gles marched 80 yards on 17 plays to set up a 20-yd 
FG by Gary Anderson with 12 seconds remaining to 
give Philly a 10-0 halftime lead, The Rams' offense, 
however, came out strong in the second half as 


Miller drove St. Louis to the PE15 on their first pos- 
session, only to have Steve McLaughlin misfire on a 
32-yd FG try. After the Eagles went 3-n-out on the 
ensuing possession, St, Louis marched deep into 
Eagle territory again but had to settle for a 29-yd FG 
that cut the Birds' lead to 10-3. St. Louis opened the 
4th qtr. with a 7-play, 78-yd drive capped off by a 12- 
yd Chris Miller-to-lsaac Bruce TD toss that put the 
Rams within one point of a tie. With the Rams lined 
up for a PAT try, head coach Rich Brooks shifted his 
club into the "swinging gate” formation and had the 
ball snapped directly to LB Carlos Jenkins, Eagles 
LB William Thomas stopped Jenkins short of the end 
zone, however, to preserve a 10-9 lead. On their en- 
suing possession, the Eagles stormed right back as 
RB Charlie Garner raced 36 yards to set up an An- 
derson FG and a 13-9 lead with just under 10;00 left 
to play.

Philadelphia's four-game winning streak came to a 
halt in Dallas where the Cowboys handed the Eagles 
a 32-14 defeat in front of a national television audi- 
ence on ABC's Monday Night Football. Dallas’ dy- 
namic trio of OB Troy Aikman, RB Emmitt Smith, and 
WR Michael Irvin entered the game as the league 
leaders in passing, rushing, and receiving, respec- 
tively, and did little to hurt their rankings. Smith 
rushed for 158 yds. and 2 TDs on 27 carries for his 
sixth 100-yd day in his last seven outings vs. the 
Birds, Irvin's 8-115 receiving effort put him over 100 
yards for the 7th straight game, tying an NFL record 
Aikman was a cool, efficient, 24-17-202-1-1TD 
through the air while receiving outstanding protec- 
tion from his offensive line. A fumble by Smith deep 
in Dallas territory on the game's opening series gave 
Philadelphia a golden opportunity but the Birds had 
to settle for a 36-yd FG by Gary Anderson and a 3-0 
lead, The lead, however, was short-lived as Dallas 
went 69 yards to a TD, the last 39 coming on a tack- 
le-breaking run by Smith.

DT Andy Harmon chipped in 
2 sacks and DEs William Fuller and Daniel Stubbs 
each contributed a sack in the fourth quarter that 
caused a fumble. Other defenders making big plays 
were LB William Thomas, who notched his Sth inter- 
ception of the year, and CB Mark McMillian, who 
grabbed his 3rd. Offensively, QB Rodney Peete led 
the Birds to a 21-7 halftime advantage with a 20-14- 
133-1-2TDs passing effort but was sidelined for the 
2nd half by a bruised hip. As was the case when 
these two teams met in Week 6, Randall Cunning: 
ham took over for the injured Peete at the start of the 
2nd half. After Ricky Watters fumbled on the Eagles 
opening drive, Giants QB Dave Brown connected 
with Thomas Lewis on 46-yd TD off a flea flicker to 
put the New Yorkers ahead 7-0. Philly stormed right 
back on their next possession as Watters atoned for 
the earlier fumble by racing 57 yds to set up a 13-yd 
scoring pass from Peete to Barnett. Then McMillian 
intercepted a Brown aerial on the Giants next drive 
to set up Watters’ 3-yd TD run that put the Eagles on 
top, 14-7. After a wild sequence of events in the 2nd 
qtr. in which 3 turnovers were committed in a string 
of 4 plays, the Eagles managed to take a 21-7 lead 
as Rodney Peete found Barnett in the endzone to 
give the Birds a 14-pt lead. Despite a fine first half, 
Peete suffered a hip flexor injury that would eventu- 
ally sideline the Eagles’ signal caller for the remain- 
der of the game. On the 3rd play of the 2nd half, the 
Eagles were dealt another serious blow as Mamula, 
who registered 3 sacks of Brown in the first half, suf- 
fered a dislocated left shoulder that would sideline 
him for the remainder of the contest. The New York- 
ers opened the second hall scoring on a 44-yd FG 
by Brad Daluiso to cut the Eagles’ lead to 21-10, But 
the Birds answered right back as Cunningham di- 
rected the Birds 65 yds. on 8 plays to give the Eagles 
a 28-10 lead as Watters registered his 2nd rushing 
TD (1 yd) of the game. The Giants, however, would 
not quit as Rodney Hampton's 1-yd plunge on 4th 
and goal cut the Eagles’ lead to 28-17. After the 
Birds stalled on their next drive, NYG DE Michael 
Strahan blocked a Tom Hutton punt. The ball would 
eventually bounce through the Eagles end zone and 
result in a safety that made the score 28-19 with 
11:16 left in the contest. But the Eagles defense sti- 
fled the Giant attack the rest of the way as sacks by 
Harmon, Fuller (which knocked Brown out of the 
game) and Stubbs (which caused a fumble that 
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Fuller recovered) down the stretch helped preserve 
the win and give the Birds their first season sweep of 
the Giants since 1992

It wasn't fancy and it wasn't pretty, but the Eagles’ 
14-7 win over the Redskins at Washington's RFK 
Stadium was their eighth of the year and their sev- 
enth triumph in their last eight games. After going on 
top 6-0 in the first qtr., the Birds carried that lead in- 
to the final stanza only to see Washinaton take a 7-6 
advantage with 14:22 left to play, Philadelphia, how- 
ever, stormed right back on its ensuing possession 
Starting quarterback Rodney Peete, who had been 
benched by head coach Ray Rhodes for two series 
in the third qtr., was reinserted and promptly 
sparked the Birds. Peete completed three straight 
passes, including 18 and 31-yarders to WR Fred 
Barnett to put the Birds at the W20. From there, Wat- 
ters’ 1-yd, TD plunge and Peete’s 2-paint conversion 
pass to WR Calvin Williams (the Eagles’ first suc- 
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cessful 2-pt. try in four attempts since the rule was. 
instituted in 1994) gave Philadelphia a 14-7 lead. 
The 2-point conversion was necessary after the 
Birds’ first PAT try by Gary Anderson, a 30-yd. at- 
tempt following a penalty, bounced off the right up- 
right in the first qtr. On the day, Watters and Garner 
powered the Eagles’ offense, combining for 174 of 
Philadelphia's 179 rushing yards. While Garner was 
11-50-4.5, Watters surpassed 1,000 yds. for the sea- 
son with a 25-124-2TD effort. For Watters, it was his 
third straight game with 2 rushing TDs and his third 
100-yd. rushing day of the year. Peete, playing with 
limited mobility due to a strained and bruised hip 
suffered a week earlier vs. the Giants, finished the 
day 23-16-150-1-OTDs passing. Rookie CB Bobby 
Taylor's interception off Redskins’ QB Heath Shuler 
with 11:04 left to play gave the Eagles the ball at the 
W33 with a chance to put the game out of reach, An- 
derson, however, missed a 41-yd, FG try. Philadel- 
phia FS Greg Jackson then made a huge play, 
breaking up a Shuler bomb to Olanda Truitt deep in 
Eagles territory to help seal Philadelphia's 7th 
straight win over the ‘Skins. Another key element not 
to be overlooked in the Eagles’ win was the play of 
the punt coverage unit which held Washington's 
dangerous Brian Mitchell, who had returned a punt 
for a TD at Philadelphia earlier in the year, to 26 
yards on 4 runbacks,

After winning seven of their last eight games, the Ea. 
gles stumbled at Seattle, losing to the Seahawks, 
26-14, in the Kingdome. The loss dropped the Birds’ 
record to 8-5. AS such, the Eagles missed a big op- 
portunity to gain ground on the NFC East division- 
leading Dallas Cowboys who fell ta 10-3 with a loss 
to Washington. An Eagles win at Seattle would have 
sel up a game 14 battle for first place between 
Philadelphia and Dallas. Seattle jumped out to a 7-0 
lead in the 1st gtr and led wire-to-wire. The Sea: 
hawks got on the board first after forcing the Eagles 
to punt from their own 1. Seattle subsequently took 
aver al the P40 and, from there, used a combination 
of Rick Mirer's passing and Chris Warren's running 
to set up Warren's 5-yd TD burst, On Seattle's next 
possession, Mirer's 17-yd scramble to the P11 set 
up his own QB draw for a TD and a 14-0 lead 
Philadelphia then moved 60 yds to the $15 out came 
up empty when Gary Anderson's 32-yd FG was off 
the mark. The Eagles, however, continued to move 
the ball well on their next possession, using a 27-yd 
Rodney Peete to Calvin Williams pass and a 12-yd 
run by Ricky Watters to set up a 1-yd TD scamper by 
Watters that cut the Seahawks lead to 14-7 with 1.14 
to play in the half. But Seattle widened that margin 
just before intermission. A kick return to the S41, a 
13-yd run by Steve Broussard, and 13 and 8-yd 
passes from Mirer to Brian Blades set up Todd Pe- 
terson’s 47-yd FG as time expired. It was the first of 
four FGs on the day for Peterson. In the 2nd half, 
Seaitle continued to churn out yardage with the run- 
ning of Warren and with short sideline passes from 
Mirer to Blades and fellow WR Joey Galloway. The 
resulting 3 FGs and a Seattle defensive effort that 
limited Philly to 100 yards in the 2nd half would be 
good enough to hold off the Eagles.

In perhaps their biggest victory at Veterans Stadium 
since crushing Dallas in a Monday night encounter 
in 1992, the Eagles erased a 14-point deficit to 
knock off the Cowboys, 20-17. The victory boosted 
Philadelphia's record to 9-5 and pulled the Birds to 
within a game of the NFC East-leading Cowboys, 
who dropped to 10-4. The win also snapped a string 
of seven straight losses at the hands of Dallas. The 
strong running of RB Ricky Watters (33-112-1TD) 
along with a marvelous second hal defensive effort 
that virtually shut down the Cowboys’ vaunted trio of 
all-pros - OB Troy Aikman, RB Emmitt Smith, and 
WR Michael Irvin - were keys to the victory. But per- 
haps the biggest play of the day came late in the 4th 
qtr. with the game tied at 17-17. Facing a 4th-and- 
Inches at their own 29, Dallas coach Barry Switzer 
elected to go for it rather than punt, The Birds then 
stuffed two consecutive runs off left guard by Smith 
(the first of those plays had been blown dead by a 
referee's whistle for the 2-minute warning). Shortly 
thereafter, Gary Anderson booted what appeared to 
be a game-winning 42-yard FG. That, too, was 
waived off, however, as officials had not given the 
signal for play to start. Forced to try the same kick 
again, Anderson was perfect, nailing his second 
late-minute, game-winning FG of the year. The sec- 
‘ond half defensive surge by the Eagles saw them 
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completely shut down Aikman, Smith, and Irvin. Af- 
ter Aikman was 5 of 6 passing for 65 yds in the 1st 
half, he was just 6 of 22 for 45 yards after intermis- 
sion. Similarly, Smith, who had been 18-98-1TD in 
the first half, gained just 10 yards and fumbled once 
on 9 carries in the second half. Irvin, by comparison 
was held in check virtually all afternoon by rookie CB 
Bobby Taylor. After catching two passes for 24 
yards early in the first quarter, Irvin was held to just 
‘one catch the rest of the way, a harmless 16-yarder 
with 1:12 to play in the game. Philadelphia had 
struck first, going on top 3-0 with a 42-yd Anderson 
FG before falling behind, 17-3. Dallas’ scoring came 
‘on Smith's 10-yd TD burst, a Chris Boniol FG, and 
Larry Brown's 65-yd return of an interception off 
Rodney Peete for a score, A 27-yard Anderson boot 
did, however, narrow the Birds’ deficit to 11 points 
just before halftime. Late in the third quarter, Watters 
brought the Birds closer with a 1-yd TD plunge that 
was followed by a successful 2-point conversion 
pass from Peete to WR Fred Barnett. Then, disaster 
seemingly struck for the Birds as Peete lost his grip 
‘on the ball while attempting to pass and DE Leon 
Lett’s {umble recovery gave Dallas the ball at the 
P15. On 1st-and-goal from the 5, however, Smith 
lost the ball on a jarring hit by MLB Kurt Gouveia and 
the Eagles recovered at their own 2. Later in the final 
stanza, an 11-play, 41-yd. Eagles’ drive was capped 
by Anderson's game-tying 38-yd FG and the stage 
was set for the Birds’ dramatic, victorious finish,

With a 21-20 victory over the visiting Cardinals, 
Philadelphia upped its record to 10-5 and clinched 
its first playoff berth since 1992. After overcoming a 
14-point deficit a week earlier vs. Dallas, the Birds 
battled their way out of a 17-0 hole against Arizona 
with a big effort in the second half, In a game filled 
with turnovers and miscues, the three biggest plays 
came in the fourth quarter. Early in the final stanza, 
the Eagles took a 21-20 lead, their first of the day, 
when Calvin Williams took a short pass trom Rodney 
Peete and broke away from Seth Joyner en route to 
a 37-yd TD. Then, with just over two minutes left in 
the game, Eagles’ reserve DT Mark Gunn sacked 
Dave Krieg for a 7-yd loss at the PE 29. One play lat- 
er, Greg Davis, who was 4-for-4 on FGs to that point, 
saw his 47-yd try fall just short, Although Arizona had

Atter clinching a playoff berth a week earlier with a 
victory against the Cardinals, the Eagles travelled to 
Chicago needing a win over the Bears and a win by 
Arizona over Dallas to wrap up the NFC East division 
title. Those hopes were dashed, however, as 
Philadelphia fell, 20-14, end assured Dallas the divi 
sion crown, The loss put the Birds’ regular season 
record at 10-6 and extended the club's string of futil- 
ity in the Windy City to 0-14 lifetime, For the fourth 
consecutive week, Philadelphia gave up 17 first half 
points and fell behind early as the offense sputtered 
‘out of the gate. Chicago took the opening kickoff 
and marched to the Birds’ 19 before turning the ball 
over via a fumble. On Philadelphia's first play, how- 
ever, DE Alonzo Spellman sacked Eagles’ QB Rod- 
ney Peete and forced a fumble that the Bears recov- 
ered at the PE15. Two plays later, Erik Kramer 
tossed the first of his two TD passes on the day to TE 
Keith Jennings for a 7-0 lead. Chicago then missed 
a 40-yd FG try before Peete passed the Eagles to the 
CBB, setting up Charlie Garner's TD scamper that 
knotted the game at 7-7. In the 2nd quarter, Chica- 
go dominated on both sides of the ball while putting 
together a 13-play FG drive and an 11-play, 49-yd 
TD drive that gave the Bears a 17-7 edge at halftime. 
Key factors on both series were Chicago's success 
on 3rd dawns (a combined 5 of 6) and the running 
of Rashaan Salaam, who was 21-104 in the first half 


Eagles’ LB Bill Romanowski then made two big 
plays in the 3rd quarter, first with an interception off 
Kramer at the CB36 and then with a fumble recovery 
at the Eagles’ 8. Although Philadelphia's offense 
could capitalize on neither of the two ensuing pos- 
sessions, the Birds scored on a wild play following 
the latter series. That came when a punt by Tom Hut- 
ton bounced off the leg of Chicago's Dennis Lundy 
at the CB5 and rolled into the end zone where 
Jerome Henderson recovered it for a TD that nar- 
rowed the Bears’ lead to 17-14, But after the Bears 
Started their next drive at their own 45, they marched 
to the Philadelphia 10 and got a 28-yd FG from Kevin 
Butler that provided the game's final score. Philadel- 
phia had three more cracks at winning the game but 
‘on two of those series, Peete was intercepted, The 
first pass theft came with the Eagles facing 3rd-n-7 
at the CB27. A Bears’ blitz forced an errant throw 
that went off the hand of TE Reggie Johnson and 
was picked off by Marty Carter. The next intercep- 
tion, by DB John Mangum, came at the Eagles’ 40, 
Overall, Chicago's swarming defense held the Ea- 
giles to their lowest yardage output of the season, 
211 yards, including just 13 yards on 12 carries by 
RB Ricky Watters, who hac entered the game as the 
3rd leading rusher in the NFC. In the game, Eagles’

In the highest scoring game in NFL playoff history, 
the Philadelphia Eagles soared to their first postsea- 
son win at Veterans Stadium since January 11, 1981 
(a 20-7 win over the Cowboys in the NFC Champi- 
‘onship Game) with a 58-37 thumping of the Detroit 
Lions. Team and NFL postseason records were 
threatened all day long as the Eagles’ 58-point bar- 
rage was not only a club record, but was the third 
highest total by one team in NFL postseason histo- 
ry. After an interception and return by Eagles’ CB 
Mark McMillan set up the Birds deep in Lions’ terri- 
tory, RB Charlie Garner scampered 15 yds, for 
Philly's first of 7 TDs - the most by any Eagle team in 
the postseason. On Detroit's ensuing drive, OB 
Scott Mitchell, who otherwise had a miserable after- 
noon (29-13-155-4-1TD) before being replaced by 
Don Majkowski in the 2nd half, hit TE David Sloan on 
a 32-yd scoring pass to knot the score at 7-7 to end 
the first stanza, The 2nd quarter, however, would be 
nothing like the first as the Eagles scored 31 pts. in 
one of the most memorable 15-minute periods in 
club history, The Birds’ 31 2nd-qtr points were the 
second most ever scored in one stanza of postsea- 
son play (behind only the 35 scored by Washington 
in the 2nd quarter of their SB XXII win over Denver). 
After a Gary Anderson FG upped the Birds lead to 
10-7, QB Rodney Peete, who was making his first 
playoff start, connected with WR Fred Barnett on a 
picture-perfect 22-yd scoring pass. Three plays lat- 
er, Mitchell was intercepted by Eagles’ DB Barry 
Wilburn, who then raced 24 yds for a TD that gave 
the Birds a commanding 24-7 lead. Philly continued 
its torrid pace by intercepting yet another Mitchell 
aerial - this time MLB Kurt Gouveia came up with the 
3rd of the Birds’ postseason record 6 INTs on the 
day. That theft set up a 1-yd TD run by RB Ricky Wat- 
ters. Atter the Lions stalled on their next series, Philly 
would then take aver at their own 16-yard line with 
2:32 remaining, From there, a 20-yd run by Garner 
and a 22-yd reception by Reggie Johnson set up a 
43-yd Hall Mary pass from Peete to Rob Carpenter 
that gave the Eagles a 38-7 lead as time expired in 
the 1st half, Comfortably ahead as they entered the 
2nd half, the Eagles would not slow down as Peete 
connected with Watters on a 45-yd TD pass. Peete, 
who finished the day 25-17-270-0-3TDs. led the 
Birds to 5 TDs and 3 FGs on their first 11 posses- 
sions before giving way to Randall Cunningham ear- 
ly on in the 4th qtr. Gary Anderson upped the Birds 
lead to 51-7 with a pair of ard-qtr FGs (31 and 39- 
ydrs) to extend his consecutive FG streak in the 
postseason to 16 and break Rafael Septien’s league 
record of 15 set with the Cowboys in 1978-82. Al- 
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though the Lions sandwiched a William Thomas INT 
return for a TD - the Birds’ 2nd defensive score of the 
game - with 4 TDs of their own in the game's final 21 
minutes. the outcome of the contest was never in 
jeopardy as the Birds equaled their largest margin of 
victory in a playoff game with the 21-point win 
There were many heroes on the afternoon for Philly, 
including Barnett, who came through with a 8-109- 
1TD receiving performance. Peete tied a club playoff 
record with his 3 TD passes. And the first-team de- 
fense also put together one of its finest efforts of the 
‘95 campaign as they limited the league's number- 
one ranked offensive unit to just 7 pts. in the first 40 
minutes, Employing a 5-DB set against the Lions’ 3- 
WR, 1-RB, 1-TE sel, defensive coordinator Emmitt 
Thomas's troops registered 6 INTs, 17 pass knock- 
downs, and 2 sacks, while limiting all-pro RB Barry 
Sanders to just 40 yds. on 10 carries

Ray Rhodes’ inaugural season as head coach of the 
Eagles came to a halt as they were downed by the 
Dallas Cowboys, 30-11, in an NFC Divisional Playoff 
game at Texas Stadium. The loss to the Cowboys 
marked the second time in four years that the Birds 
were eliminated from the playoffs at the hands of 
their NFC rivals, Dallas also defeated the visiting Ea- 
gles, 34-10, in an NFC Divisional Playoff Game on 
1/10/93, A balanced offensive attack and a stingy 
defense was the name of the game for the Cowboys 
from the start as they mounted a 17-3 halftime lead. 

With the Eagles trailing 3-0, Mark McMillian INTd a 
Troy Aikman pass that was deflected by fellow CB 
Bobby Taylor, That set up a 26-yd FG by Gary An- 
derson on the first play of the 2nd qtr. to tie the game 
at 3-3, However, that scoring drive proved to be 
costly to the Eagles as QB Rodney Peete was lost 
for the game with a concussion suffered as a result 
of a hit by SS Darren Woodson. The Eagles would 
get no closer for the rest of the afternoon as scoring 
runs by Deion Sanders and Emmitt Smith vaulted 
Dallas to a 17-3 halftime lead. Dallas K Chris Boniol 
added two FGs (18 and 51 ydrs.) in the 3rd stanza, 
before Aikman connected with WR Michael Irvin on 
a9-yd, scoring strike to give the ‘Boys a command- 
ing 30-3 advantage. For Irvin, that TD catch would 
be his only reception of the day as rookie CB Bobby 
Taylor virtually shut down the all-pro receiver for the 
second consecutive game. The Eagles closed out 
the scoring on a 4-yd TD run by backup OB Randall 
Cunningham and two-pt, conversion pass from Cun- 
ningham to TE Reggie Johnson.

THE EAGLES’ STORY 


1933 — Frankford Yellowjackets’ franchise in the NFL awarded to syndicate headed 
by Bert Bell and Lud Wray for $2500. Club christened “Eagles” in honor of the sym- 
bol of the New Deal's National Recovery Act. Eagles and Chicago Bears play in 
Philadelphia's first Sunday game (Nov. 12) at Baker Bowl. Game ends in a 3-3 tie. 


1935 — General manager Bert Bell proposes an annual college draft to equalize tal- 
ent in the league. Proposal is adopted on May 19 for the 1936 season. 

1936 — Eagles have first choice in the inaugural college draft and select University 
of Chicago back Jay Berwanger but fail to sign him. Bell becomes sole owner of the 
team with $4,000 bid, Playing site for home games moves from Baker Bow! to Mu- 
nicipal Stadium. 

1939 — Davey O'Brien, Texas Christian's All-America quarterback, signs with the 
Eagles for a reported $12,000 per year salary and percentage of the gate. O'Brien 
plays in every game and sets NFL passing yardage record with 1,324 yards. On Oc- 
tober 22, the Eagles play in the first televised pro football game and fell to the host 
Brooklyn Dodgers, 23-14, at Brooklyn Ebbets Field. Allan "Skip" Walz broadcasts 
the game for NBC from Ebbett's field to the approximate 1,000 TV sets then in Brook- 
lyn 

1940 — Home playing site switches from Municipal Stadium to Shibe Park (later 
known as Connie Mack Stadium). Pittsburgh owner Art Rooney buys half interest in 
the Eagles after selling the Steelers franchise to Alexis Thompson of New York, a 30- 
year old heir to a six million fortune in steel stocks. 

1941 — Bell and Rooney swap franchises with Thompson, Rooney returning to Pitts- 
burgh and Thompson taking over the Eagles. Bert Bell joins Rooney as a full-time 
partner in Pittsburgh. Thompson hires Earl (Greasy) Neale as head coach of the Ea- 
gles. 

1943 — Eagles merge with Pittsburgh Steelers to form the “Steagles” due to man- 
power shortage during World War II. Merger dissolved at end of season. 

1944 — First draft choice Steve Van Buren debuts as Eagles’ halfback. Team finish- 
es in second place with 7-1-2 record. 

1945 — Team again finishes in second place with 7-3 record and leads league in 
scoring with 272 points. Van Buren leads NFL with 838 rushing yards and 110 points. 
1946 — Team finishes second for third straight year with 6-5 record. 

1947 — Rookie end Pete Pihos, Van Buren, and Bosh Pritchard combine with an 
overpowering defense to lead Philadelphia into the NFL championship game for the 
first time but the Chicago Cardinals earn the NFL title with a 28-21 victory at icy 
Comiskey Park. 

1948 — Eagles win their first NFL championship, defeating the Chicago Cardinals, 
7-0, in a blinding snowstorm at Shibe Park. Team finishes with overall record of 10- 
2-1, 

1949 — Thompson sells the team to 100 buyers, each of whom paid $3,000 for one 
of the 100 shares. They were called the "Happy Hundred” or the “100 Brothers” 
Their leader was James P Clark. a Philadelphia sportsman and business executive, 
and the 100 investors included some of the leading names in Philadelphia business, 
government and politics, including Leonard Tose. Vince McNally is named general 
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manager. University of Pennsylvania All-America center-linebacker Chuck Bednarik 
is a first round draft choice. 


1950 — Eagles win third straight Eastern Division title and defend their NFL cham- 
pionship with a 14-0 victory over the Los Angeles Rams. Team finishes with overall 
record of 12-1. 


1951 — Alvin (Bo) McMillan replaces Greasy Neale as head coach after a 6-6 sea- 
son in 1950. McMillan becomes ill the night before the season opener and is re- 
placed by Wayne Miliner. End-placekicker Bobby Walston is named rookie of the 
year. 


1952 — Jim Trimble succeeds Wayne Millner as head coach. Team rides strong de- 
fense to 7-5 second place finish. 


1953 — Bobby Thomason and Adrian Burk combine to pass for a league-high 3,089 
yards, Pete Pihos catches 63 passes for 1,049 yards and 10 touchdowns to lead 
league. Eagles finish in second place and snap Cleveland's 11-game winning streak 
with 42-27 win in season finale. 

1954 — Bobby Walston leads league in scoring with 114 points. Eagles finish sec- 
ond for third consecutive year with second straight 7-4-1 record. 


1955 — Pihos again leads all NFL pass receivers with 62 catches for 864 yards. 
Joseph A. Donoghue, Eagles’ vice president/secretary, is elected assistant treasur- 
er of the NFL. 

1956 — Hugh Devore replaces Jim Trimble as head coach. 


1957 — Rookie QB Sonny Jurgensen highlights a 4-8 season by passing Eagles to 
a 17-7 upset of the NFL Eastern Division Champion Cleveland Browns. 

1958 — Buck Shaw signs as head coach replacing Hugh Devore. Eagles acquire 
quarterback Norm Van Brocklin in trade with Los Angeles. Team moves home 
games from Connie Mack Stadium to University of Pennsylvania's Franklin Field and 
attendance almost doubles. 


1959 — With Pete Retzlaff and Tommy McDonald his chief targets, Norm Van Brock- 
lin passes Eagles to 7-5 record and second place tie with Cleveland. 

1960 — QB Norm Van Brocklin and Chuck Bednarik, who plays 60 minutes at cen- 
ter and linebacker, pace the Eagles to their first Eastern Division title in 11 years. The 
Birds then win their third NFL championship with a come-from-behind 17-13 victory 
over Green Bay at Franklin Field. Van Brocklin, the league's MVP, and head coach 
Buck Shaw both announce their retirements at the end of the season, 


1961 — Nick Skorich replaces Buck Shaw as head coach and Sonny Jurgensen 
takes over as the starting quarterback. Despite Jurgensen’s record-setting season 
as a passer and a 10-4 record, the Eagles fail to repeat as division champions. 
1962 — Injuries in unprecedented numbers hit Eagles as the team wins only three 
games and falls to last place. 

1963 — RB Timmy Brown sets a then NFL record for total offense (2,436 yards; 841 
rushing, 487 receiving, 11 passing. 945 kickoff returns, and 152 punt returns) in a 
season. With the club's 91 outstanding shares now held by 65 stockholders, club 
president Frank L. McNamee said it would be put up for sale with an asking price of 
4,500,000. Jerry Wolman, a 36-year old builder and self-made millionaire from Wash- 
ington outbid Philadelphia businessman Jack Wolgin and became the new owner. 
The sale price was $5,505,000. 
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1964 — Former Chicago Cardinals and Washington Redskins coach Joe Kuharich 
signs as head coach and begins a series of major trades to rebuild the club. 

1966 — After extensive roster changes, the Eagles finish 9-5 for their first winning 
season in five years. 


1967 — Quarterback Norm Snead and flanker Ben Hawkins set team passing and 
receiving records, respectively, but injuries to other key players contribute to a dis- 
appointing 6-7-1 record and a second place finish. 

1969 — After Wolman's empire fell into serious financial trouble, a bankruptcy ref- 
eree in U.S, District Court in Baltimore oversees the team’s sale to Leonard Tose, a 
millionaire trucking executive. The price was a reported $16.1 million, at the time a 
record price for a professional sports team. Tose names former Eagles’ receiving 
great Pete Retzlaff as general manager and Jerry Williams as head coach. 

1971 — The Eagles leave Franklin Field for a new home at Veterans Stadium. After 
three consecutive crushing losses at the beginning of the season, assistant Ed 
Khayat replaces Jerry Williams (who had led the club to only a 3-10-1 mark in 1970) 
as head coach. 


1972 — After a stormy 2-11-1 season, Tose accepts general manager Retzlaff's res- 
ignation and releases the entire coaching staff. A bright spot, however, is Harold 
Jackson who leads the NFL in receptions and receiving yards (62-1,048), 

1973 — Under new coach Mike McCormick and new quarterback Roman Gabriel, 
the Eagles have an exciting offensive season but can muster only a 5-8-1 record. In 
his first year as a full-time receiver, Harold Carmichael becomes the second con- 
secutive Eagle to lead the NFL in receptions (67). 

1974 — Under newly appointed general manager Jim Murray, the Eagles trade with 
Cincinnati and acquire LB Bill Bergey. Bergey bolsters the defense and wins Pro 
Bowl honors along with TE Charle Young, who becomes the third consecutive Ea- 
gle to lead the league in pass receptions (63). 

1976 — After a 4-10 season in 1975, Tose appoints 39-year old Dick Vermeil of UCLA 
as head coach but the Birds again earn a 4-10 mark. Bergey wins All-NFC and Pro 
Bowl recognition. 

1977 — QB Ron Jaworski is obtained from the Los Angeles Rams in exchange for 
the rights to TE Charle Young. Bill Bergey, keying the newly-installed 3-4 defense of 
coordinator Marion Campbell, wins all-pro and all-conference honors and is select- 
ed to play in his third Pro Bowl. The Birds show improvement on the field but earn 
only one more victory than the previous year. 

1978 — The Eagles post a 9-7 record, their first winning season since 1966, and 
make the playoffs for the first time since 1960, They lose the NFC Wild Card playoff 
game in Atlanta, however, 14-13 as the Falcons score two 4th-quarter TDs and Ea- 
gles’ Mike Michel misses a 34-yard FG try with 1:34 to play. Wilbert Montgomery, in 
his first starting season, rushes for 1,220 yards to become the first Eagle since Steve 
Van Buren to surpass 1,000 in a season, 

1979 — With an 11-5 regular season record — their best since 1961 — the Eagles 
tie Dallas for first place in the NFC East and go to the playoffs as a wild card team. 
After beating Chicago, 27-17, in the Wild Card Game, the Birds are upset at Tampa 
Bay, 24-17 in a divisional playoff round. Wilbert Montgomery sets a club record with 
1,512 rushing yards, and Harold Carmichael sets a then NFL record on Nov. 4, 
catching a pass in his 106th consecutive game. Rookie barefoot kicker Tony Franklin 
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boots the second longest FG in NFL history — 59 yards — in a 31-21 victory at Dal- 
las. Dick Vermeil is voted NFL coach of the year. 


1980 — The Eagles win 11 of their first 12 games and go on to a 12-4 mark and the 
NFC East championship. The Birds trounce Minnesota 31-16, in the divisional play- 
off round and then upend Dallas, 20-7 at Veterans Stadium, to win the NFC title and 
a berth in Super Bowl XV. The Oakland Raiders prevail in that game, however, 27-10. 
Ron Jaworski leads the NFC with a 90.9 passing rating while throwing for 3,527 
yards and 27 touchdowns. He is named NFL player of the year by the Maxwell Foot- 
ball Club and NFC player of the year by UPI. Harold Carmichael’s then-record NFL 
receiving streak is snapped at 127 games when he fails to catch a passs in the reg- 
ular season finale at Dallas after sustaining a back injury in the first half. 


1981 — After building a 6-0 record early in the season, the Birds struggle in their fi- 
nal eight games, post a 10-6 record and appear in the playoffs for the fourth con- 
secutive year but are upset at home in the NFC Wild Card Game by the NY Giants, 
27-21, The Birds’ defense ranks first in the NFL in fewest yards allows (4,447) and 
fewest points allowed (221). On offense, Harold Carmichael enjoys the third 1,000- 
yard receiving year of his career and Wilbert Montgomery rushes for 1,402 yards. 


1982 — An NFL players’ strike takes place after two games and stops play for eight 
weeks, When play resumes on November 21, the long layoff hurts the Eagles. After 
splitting their first two games of the season, the Birds come back from the strike to 
lose four in a row and miss the playoffs for the first time since 1977. A 24-20 Eagles’ 
victory at Dallas on December 26 is the last victory in the Philadelphia career of head 
coach Dick Vermeil, who resigns shortly following the season after compiling a 55- 
51-0 overall record. 

1983 — Marion Campbell replaces Dick Vermeil as head coach after six seasons as 
the Eagles’ defensive coordinator. Owner and president Leonard Tose announces in 
January that his daughter, Susan Fletcher, the Eagles’ vice president and legal coun- 
sel, would eventually succeed him as primary owner of the Eagles. After winning four 
of their first six games, the Eagles become mired in a seven-game losing streak and 
finish with a 5-11 record. The Birds’ offense is highlighted by first-team all-pro and 
AFC-NFC Pro Bowl selection Mike Quick, who leads the league and sets club 
records with 1,409 yards receiving on 69 catches. 

1984 — After a 1-4 start, the Eagles post a 5-5-1 record over their final 11 games. 
Philadelphia's swarming defense sets a then club record of 60 quarterback sacks 
and is the catalyst for the team's improved play. Wilbert Montgomery establishes the 
Eagles’ career rushing record for yards (6,538) and attempts (1,465) surpassing the 
marks set by Pro Football Hall of Famer Steve Van Buren from 1944-1951. Kicker 
Paul McFadden establishes an Eagles’ season scoring record with 116 points (tops 
among rookies), surpassing Bobby Walston’s 30-year mark of 114, and is named 
NFC rookie of the year. Ron Jaworski suffers a broken leg at St. Louis in week 13, 
snapping his streak of 116 consecutive starts (believed to be an all-time record for 
NFL quarterbacks). Mike Quick is selected to the AFC-NFC Pro Bowl for the second 
straight year. 

1985 — On March 12, Leonard Tose, the Eagles’ owner since 1969, announces an 
agreement to sell the team to Norman Braman and Ed Leibowitz, highly successful 
automobile dealers from Florida for a reported $65 million. After obtaining the ap- 
proval of the other NFL owners and fulfilling the terms of the transaction, Braman of- 
ficially becomes the Eagles’ new owner on April 29. That same day, Braman elevates 
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Harry Gamble, general manager since February 4, to vice president-general man- 
ager overseeing day-to-day operations of the club. All-time Eagles’ rushing leader 
Wilbert Montgomery does not report to training camp and is traded to Detroit for LB 
Garry Cobb in preseason. The Eagles again overcome a 1-4 start, but fall off the 
pace and finish 7-9. Head coach Marion Campbell is released on December 16, and 
Fred Bruney takes over as interim head coach for final game at Minnesota. Mike 
Quick, who catches 71 passes to break his own club season record, and Wes Hop- 
kins represent Philadelphia in the AFC-NFC Pro Bowl. 

1986 — Buddy Ryan, defensive coordinator of the Chicago Bears’ Super Bowl XX 
Champions, is named the 17th head coach in Eagles’ history on January 29. On Ju- 
ly 16, Norman Braman becomes the sole owner of the team, purchasing the re- 
maining 35 percent from his brother-in-law Ed Leibowitz. Harry Gamble is promoted 
to president-chief operating officer. Ryan makes sweeping changes in the Eagles’ 
roster, keeping young players and releasing several veterans. The youthful Birds 
struggle to a 5-10-1 record against the toughest schedule in the league. The Birds 
place two players on the AFC-NFC Pro Bowl roster: WR Mike Quick and DE Reggie 
White, White ties a Pro Bowl record with 4 sacks and is named MVP of the game. 
1987 — In March, Ron Jaworski, who set nearly every club passing record from 
1977-1986, is put on waivers after the club decides not to guarantee his contract. 
The Eagles split their first two games of the season before the NFL was beset by a 
players strike. After all games of Week 3 were cancelled, the NFL resumed play with 
replacement teams for the next three weeks. The Birds’ replacement team goes 0-3 
and sets the stage for a surge by the regular players when they return to work. 
Philadelphia's regulars proceed to win three straight after the strike and move into a 
tie for 2nd place in the NFC East. They go on to finish 7-8 overall (7-5 in non-strike 
games) and due to a tie-breaking system, rank 4th in the NFC East behind Dallas 
and St. Louis who also posted 7-8 marks. Offensively, WR Mike Quick earns his fifth 
consecutive trip to the AFC-NFC Pro Bowl while QB Randall Cunningham (Pro Bowl 
1st alternate) emerges as a rising talent. Cunningham threw 23 TD passes and be- 
came the first QB to lead his team in rushing (505 yards) since the Bears’ Bobby 
Douglas did so in 1972. The defense was led by DE Reggie White, who was named 
the NFL's defensive player of the year. White's 21 sacks set an NFC record and fall 
one shy of the NFL mark, 

1988 — The Eagles’ 1988 highlight film was appropriately titled “Living on the 
Edge," as the Birds took a number of games down to the wire en route to a 10-6 
record and the NFC Eastern division title. Under third-year head coach Buddy Ryan, 
the Eagles post the NFL's best mark (6-1) over the final seven weeks of the regular 
season. But their playoff fate is not sealed until moments after the conclusion of their 
23-7 victory at Dallas in week 16. It is then that N.Y. Jets’ QB Ken O'Brien throws a 
TD pass to Al Toon to defeat the Giants and ensure the division title for the Eagles. 
Philadelphia then travels to Chicago for an NFC divisional playoff game against the 
Bears and a place in NFL history. The game, which begins in sunny, 29 degree 
weather, would later be dubbed “The Fog Bowl,” after a thick fog rolls off Lake Michi- 
gan late in the 2nd quarter. Due to the fog, visibility on the playing field was extremely 
difficult and the Bears prevail, 20-12. The shining season included the selection of 
QB Randall Cunningham, DE Reggie White and TE Keith Jackson as starters in the 
AFC-NFC Pro Bowl. Cunningham, who sets a number of Eagles’ single-season 
Passing records and leads the club in rushing for the second straight season, earns 
Pro Bowl MVP honors. He also wins the Maxwell Football Club's Bert Bell Award as 
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the NFL's top player. White leads the NFL in sacks for the second consecutive year 
and Jackson sets an Eagles’ receiving record with 81 catches en route to earning 
rookie of the year honors from The Sporting News. 


1989 — The Eagles used an aggressive, ball-hungry defense — which led the NFL 
in takeaways (56) and interceptions (30), and set a team record with 62 QB sacks — 
to improve their regular season record to 11-5. Philadelphia, however, finished sec- 
ond to the Giants in the NFC East (despite two victories in head-to-head competi- 
tion) and faced the LA Rams in the Wild Card playoff, Although playing a post-sea- 
son game at Veterans Stadium for the first time since 1981, the Birds fell 21-7. QB 
Randall Cunningham posted similar numbers to his superb ‘88 campaign despite 
missing receivers Mike Quick and Keith Jackson for most of the season due to in- 
juries. A deeper loss came on December 9, when quarterback coach Doug Scovil 
passed away. The second alternate to the Pro Bowl, Cunningham started for the 
NFC squad when injuries kept the other QBs from participating. He was joined by 
Reggie White, Eric Allen (who led the NFC in interceptions with 8), and Jackson. 
1990 — In February, Buddy Ryan hired Rich Kotite as offensive coordinator to im- 
prove the Eagles’ sluggish attack. At season's end, the offense led the NFL in rush- 
ing (2,556) and time of possession (33:19) and the NFC in scoring (396) and TD 
passes (34). On the other side of the ball the defense led the NFL in stopping the run 
(1, 169), thereby making the Birds the first team to lead the league in both rushing 
categories since Chicago did so in 1985. A 10-6 record put Philadelphia in the play- 
offs once again, but the Eagles suffered their third opening round defeat in as many 
seasons. The 20-6 Wild Card Game loss to Washington signaled an end to the five- 
year Ryan era. On January 8, 1991, owner Norman Braman announced that Ryan 
would not be offered a new contract. On the same day, he elevated Kotite to the 
head coaching position noting that it was time for the Eagles “to reach the next 
plateau.” Under Kotite, QB Randall Cunningham flourished with an NFC-leading 30 
TD passes, 942 rushing yards, and a selection to the Pro Bow! while rookie WRs 
Calvin Williams and Fred Barnett combined to make 17 TD receptions, TE Keith 
Jackson, DE Reggie White, and DT Jerome Brown also earned Pro Bowl berths but 
RB Keith Byars, woh tied a team record with 81 receptions and also threw 4 TD pass- 
es, was overlooked. 

1991 — On January 8th, team owner Norman Braman opted not to renew the con- 
tract of Buddy Ryan, the Eagles' head coach since 1986. On the same day, Braman 
promoted then-offensive coordinator Rich Katite to the vacant position, thus making 
him the 18th had coach in club history. When the sason began, the Eagles opened 
with a 3-1 mark, their best start since 1981, despite having lost quarterback Randall 
Cunningham for the year due to a knee injury suffered at Green Bay on opning day, 
But after coming on to lead the Eagles to their solid start, backup QB Jim McMahon 
was also injured in game 5. With McMahon sidelined for nearly three straight games, 
the Birds suffered through a four-game losing streak. By midseason, Philadelphia 
had used five quarterbacks in eight games and seen its record sink to 3-5, The Ea- 
gles regrouped, however, and surged into contention for a playoff spot with a six- 
game winning streak (the club's longest since the start of '81) that upped their record 
to 9-5. And while a loss at home to Dallas in game 15 ended Philadelphia's remark- 
able run for the playoffs, the Birds finished the season with a stirring come-from-be- 
hind, 24-22 victory over the eventual Super Bowl champion Redskins. With a record 
of 10-6, the Eagles finished third in the NFC East behind Washington and Dallas and 
joined the 49ers as the only NFL clubs to post 10 -or-more wins in each of the last 
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four years. And despite missing the playoffs for the first time in four years, Philadel- 
phia proved to be one of the NFL's hottest clubs, winning seven of its last eight 
games. Said Braman of Kotite's ability to rally the Birds in the second half of the sea- 
son despite all the injuries at quarterback, "Richie has been a great leader, He kept 
the team together when everybody had written us off." Another catalyst during this 
stretch run was a defensive unit that finished the season ranked number one in the 
NFL in terms of fewest yards allowed overall, vs. the run, and vs. the pass. As such, 
the Birds became only the fifth club in NFL history and the first since 1975 to ac- 
complish this rare triple. In addition, the Eagles' defense led the NFL in quarterback 
sacks and fumble recoveries, and tied New Orleans for the league lead in overall 
takeaways. Five members of that defensive unit represented the Eagles in the AFC- 
NFC Pro Bowl - DEs Reggie White and Clyde Simmons, DT Jerome Brown, and LB 
Seth Joyner were selected as starters while CB Eric Allen also made the NFC squad. 
The selection of White, Simmons, and Brown marked only the sixth time in NFL his- 
tory that three defensive linemen from one team were elected to the Pro Bowl. The 
offense was led by WR Fred Barnett (62-948-4TDs receiving), multi-talented RB Kei- 
th Byars (62 receptions and 383 rushing yards), and QBs Jim McMahon and Jeff 
Kemp. McMahon was 8-3 as a starter after taking over for Cunningham; Kemp came 
on in relief of an injured McMahon three times and twice led the Birds to comeback 
victories while also compiling a 1-1 mark as a starter in the final two games. 

1992 — The Eagles were dealt the cruelest of blows before the ‘92 season even be- 
gan when all-pro defensive tackle Jerome Brown was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent on June 25th in his hometown of Brooksville, FL. The tragedy overshadowed 
the promise of the upcoming season which included the return of QB Randall Cun- 
ningham - out almost the entire ‘91 season with a knee injury - as well as the addi- 
tion of RB Herschel Walker whom the Eagles acquired as a free agent just three days 
before Brown's death. A team that had gone through five different quarterbacks in 
the first eight games of ‘91 again began the season facing adversity. The Birds, how- 
ever, got out of the blocks quickly in their second season under head coach Rich 
Kotite, as they opened with 4 straight wins. Keys to that success were Walker, who 
topped the 100-yard rushing mark in each of the first two games and Cunningham, 
the NFC's offensive player of the month for September. Midway through the season, 
however, the offense struggled and the defense suffered several key injuries, partic- 
ularly to starting safeties Andre Waters, who broke his leg in game five, and Wes 
Hopkins, who was bothered by a recurring knee injury for most of the season's 
second half. Despite these obstacles, the Birds finished second in the NFC East with 
an 11-5 regular season record. In addition, the team returned to the playoffs after a 
one-year absence and earned a Wild Card victory over the Saints in New Orleans 
before dropping the Divisional Playoff to the eventual Super Bow! champion Dallas 
Cowboys. The win over the Saints was the team’s first postseason victory since 1981 
and its first road playoff conquest since 1949. Offensively, Walker became only the 
fourth Eagle ever to top 1,000 rushing yards in a season and the first since Earnest 
Jackson did it in ‘85. While the defense slipped from its ‘91 number one ranking 
across the board, DEs Reggie White and Clyde Simmons and CB Eric Allen each 
earned Pro Bowl berths as did WR Fred Barnett. Off the field in ‘93, a September 24th 
ruling by U.S. District Judge David Doty paved the way for free agency in the NFL by 
finding the league's “Plan B” policy in violation of federal antitrust laws and provid- 
ed the four plaintiffs in the suit with an opportunity to sign with another club. Among 
those four was Eagles TE Keith Jackson, who four days later inked a deal with the 
Miami Dolphins. 
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1993 — In January, lawyers for the NFL and the Players Association reached agree- 
ment on a Collective Bargaining Agreement, a seven-year deal that would institute a 
form of limited free agency to replace the “Plan B" system. The most prominent NFL 
player affected by the settlement was the Eagles’ all-time sack leader Reggie White, 
who went on to sign with the Green Bay Packers on April 5th. On the field, the Ea- 
gles’ injury-riddled, roller-coaster 1993 campaign produced an 8-8 record. Despite 
injuries to key personnel throughout the season, head coach Rich Kotite kept his 
troops playing hard right through their overtime victory over the playoff-bound 49ers 
at San Francisco in the season finale. After a flying start in which the Birds jumped 
out to a 4-0 record on the strength of three consecutive dramatic come-from-behind 
wins, season-ending injuries to QB Randall Cunningham, Pro Bow! WR Fred Barnett 
and others were followed by a six-game losing streak. Despite suffering their worst 
skid since 1983, the resilient Eagles bounced back behind the fine play of backup 
QB Bubby Brister to win 4 of their final 6 contests — a stretch that kept them in the 
playoff hunt until the final week of the season. Despite having been dealt the 
league's most difficult schedule (in terms of opponent's ‘92 records), and despite 
the rash of injuries, the Eagles were in nearly every game, including the three against 
the Super Bowl XXVII foes - Dallas twice and Buffalo once - in which they had op- 
portunities to win in the final quarter. The Birds were represented at the Pro Bowl in 
Hawaii by CB Eric Allen and LB Seth Joyner. 


1994 — A new chapter in Philadelphia Eagle history began on April 6th as Norman 
Braman, the Birds’ owner since 1985, reached an agreement in principle to sell the 
franchise to Boston native and Hollywood-based movie producer Jeffrey Lurie. 
Once NFL owners voted to approve the sale on May 6th, Lurie officially took over the 
club on May 17, Not only were there new faces in the front office, there were many 
new faces on the field as well as the Eagles, particularly the defense, sported many 
veteran acquisitions such as DEs William Fuller, Burt Grossman, and Greg 
Townsend, safeties Greg Jackson and Michael Zordich, LB Bill Romanowski, and K 
Eddie Murray. Despite losing the season opener to the Giants, the new-look Birds 
bounced back to soar through the first half of the season, winning 7 of their next 8 
contests, including a 40-8 thumping of the eventual Super Bowl champion San Fran- 
cisco 49ers at Candlestick Park. However, the club went on to drop their last 7 
games, finishing 7-9 and out of the playoffs for the second consecutive season. Two 
days after the season finale, Rich Kotite’s 4-year reign as head coach of the Birds 
ended when he was relieved of his duties. Despite the dismal ending to a one-time 
promising campaign, several Eagles provided memorable performances through- 
out the year. RB Herschel Walker etched his name into the NFL record books as he 
became the first player in the 75-year history of the league to record a 90-plus yard 
tun, reception, and kickoff return in a single season, To appreciate the uniqueness 
of this feat, note that only one other player - Hall-of-Famer Bobby Mitchell - had pre- 
viously recorded that trifecta in a career. With back-to-back 100-plus yd. rushing per- 
formances at SF and vs. Wash, rookie RB Charlie Garner became only the 7th back 
in NFL history to eclipse the 100-yard rushing mark in his first two contests. Fuller, a 
free agent acquisition from Houston, notched at least one sack in 7 straight games 
and subsequently broke the club record of 6 consecutive games shared by Reggie 
White and Clyde Simmons. Fuller and CB Eric Allen represented the Eagles in the 
Pro Bowl. 
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1995 — Perhaps the biggest personnel move of the year came long before the sea- 
son ever started. That move came on February 2, 1995, when owner Jeffrey Lurie 
named Ray Rhodes as the 19th head coach in team history. Eleven months and a 
playoff victory later, that decision resulted in numerous NFL coach of the year hon- 
ors for Rhodes. In just his first season at the helm, the former San Francisco 49ers 
defensive coordinator battled through major roster turnover, a slew of injuries to key 
personnel, an early season QB change, and a sluggish 1-3 start to put the Eagles 
back on the winning track. Following that 1-3 start, Rodney Peete took over at QB 
for Randall Cunningham and the Birds rode the legs of running backs Ricky Watters 
and Charlie Garner to 9 wins in their final 12 games. Philadelphia's defense also 
chipped in with 48 sacks (second best in the league). The result was a 10-6 record 
and a spotin the playoffs as the NFC's top Wild Card team. Watters, one of the NFL's 
most prominent free agent acquisitions of the year (he left the 49ers for the Eagles 
on 3/25/95), combined with Garner to give Philadelphia the league’s fourth best 
rushing attack, Individually, Watters was sixth in the league in rushing with a career- 
high 1,273 yards and 11 TDs while the lightning quick Garner added 588 yards and 
6 TDs. In games 14-15, the Eagles knocked off division rivals Dallas and Arizona to 
clinch the club's first playoff berth since 1992. In the postseason, the Eagles routed 
the favored Detroit Lions, 58-37, in a Wild Card game, putting their name firmly in the 
NFL's postseason record books as they mounted a 51-7 lead and coasted to victo- 
ty. Philadelphia's season, however, came to a close eight days later as they bowed 
out to the eventual Super Bowl champion Dallas Cowboys, 30-11, at Texas Stadium. 
At season's end, Watters, DE William Fuller (an NFC-high 13 sacks), and LB William 
Thomas (whose 7 interceptions were the most by an NFL linebacker since 1983) 
represented the Eagles in the Pro Bowl. DT Andy Harmon and a pair of rookies, CB 
Bobby Taylor and punter Tom Hutton, also received numerous honors. Off the field, 
team owner Jeffrey Lurie and his wife, Christina, oversaw the formation of Eagles 
Youth Partnership (EYP). The charitable wing of the Eagles, EYP was formed in or- 
der to improve the quality of life and enhance opportunities for children in the greater 
Philadelphia region through education and health partnerships.

1947 NFL CHAMPIONSHIP GAME 


Chicago 28, Eagles 21 
December 28, 1947 at Comiskey Park 


A frozen field in Comiskey Park did not prevent an 
offensive game as the Chicago Cardinals defeated 
the Philadelphia Eagles 28-21 in their first NFL 
championship playoff, The Cardinals’ Elmer Angs- 
man set a record by rushing for 159 yards in 10 car- 
riers, scoring twice on 70-yard runs, Philadelphia's 
Tommy Thompson set a record for pass comple- 
tions (27-44-297-1TD) and returned a punt 75 yards 
for another TD. The Cardinals’ Charlie Trippi also 
scored 2 TDs on a 44-yard run from scrimmage and 
a 75-yard punt return. Steve Van Buren, the NFL's 
leading ground gainer with 945 yards during the 
season, gained only 26 yards on 18 carries due to 
the slippery conditions. 

The Cardinals, who had started the game wearing 
basketball shoes, had a 7-0 lead after Trippi's 44 
yard TD run with 8:38 left in the first quarter. The Ea- 
gles themselves changed to sneakers after being 
penalizedtor illegal equipment, but trailed 14-0 be- 
fore scoring on Thompson's pass to William (Pat) 
McHugh, who caught a 36-yard pass on Chicago's 
17 and completed a 53-yard play 

Philadelphia never got closer than a touchdown as 
the Cardinals held teads of 21-7 and 28-14 in the 
second hall. The Birds did lead 357-336 in total of- 
fense, partly because Paul Christman of the Cardi- 
nals completed only 3 of 14 passes for 54 yards as 
the Eagles eight-man defensive line succeeded in 
pressuring Christman into hurried passes.

1948 NFL CHAMPIONSHIP GAME 


Eagles 7, Chicago 0 
December 19, 1948 at Shibe Park 


After many years of waiting, the Philadelphia Eagles 
finally won the National Football League champi- 
onship. Playing in a driving snowstorm at Shibe 
Park, Coach Greasy Neale’s team triumphed over 
the champion Chicago Cardinals 7-0. 

A protective tarpaulin was not removed from the 
playing field in Shibe Park until 30 minutes before 
the kickoff but snow blanketed the entire field by 
game time. 

Of the 36,309 persons who bought tickets and as- 
sured a sellout, a total of 28,864 braved the storm 
with the temperature below the freezing mark to 
watch the title game, which began a half hour later 
than sched-uled because the snow made removal of 
the tarpaulin a difficult operation, The sidelines were 
marked by ropes tied to stakes and conditions were

so adverse that NFL commissioner Bert Bell de- 
creed that while the 10-yard first-down chain would 
be used, there would be no mea-suring; referee Ron 
Gibbs would be the final judge of all first downs. 
The Eagles started the game's only touchdown dri- 
ve near the conclusion of the third quarter when the 
Cardinals’ Eimer Angsman fumbled a handoff from 
Ray Malouf that Eagles’ lineman, Frank (Bucko) Kil- 
roy, recovered on the Cards’ 17. Three plays into the 
fourth quarter, Steve Van Buren scored on a five- 
yard run and Cliff Patton kicked the PAT. 

Van Buren had pounded out 98 yards in 26 carries.

1949 NFL CHAMPIONSHIP GAME 


Eagles 14, Los Angeles 0 
Dec. 18, 1949 at LA Memorial Coliseum 


The Philadelphia Eagles, in the NFL title game for 
the third consecutive year, defeated the Los Angeles 
Rams 14-0 as halfback Steve Van Buren set records 
with 31 carries and 196 yards gained, Van Buren 
achieved the record after a storm, that began 24 
hours before kickoff, dropped almost two inches of 
rain on the muddy Los Angeles Coliseum field. A 
crowd of more than 60,000, which would have set a 
playoff record, was expected before the storm but 
only 22,245 attended the game. 

With all-pro Van Buren carrying the ball, the Eagles 
were able to control possession for 70 plays on 274 
rushing yards. The Rams rushed for only 21 yards 
and did not advance the ball further than the Eagles’ 
26-yard line. The Birds scored their first TD in the 
second quarter on a 31-yard pass from quarterback 
Tommy Thompson to Pete Pihos. 

The Eagles’ other score came in the third quarter as 
defensive end Leo Skladany blocked Bob Water- 
field's punt from the 5-yard line. The snap of the ball 
was high and Waterfield had no chance to get the 
kick away. Skladany picked up the bouncing ball on 
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the 2-yard line and scored. 

The victory marked the Eagles second straight 
shutout in the NFL title game, climaxing the rise that 
began when Earle (Greasy) Neale was hired as

Bill Quinlan intercepted Norm Van Brocklin's pass 
on the first play of the game and Eagles’ rookie Ted 
Dean tumbled on the Birds second possession. Five 
plays later the Packers’ Paul Hornung kicked a 20- 
yard field goal.

The Eagles’ first Super Bow! appearance was a dis- 
appointing one as they fell behind early and could 
never play the type of football that had made them 
champions of the National Football Conference. Be- 
hind quarterback Jim Plunkett, the game's MVP, the 
Raiders jumped out to a 14-0 lead in the first period. 
The first score, a two-yard pass from Plunkett to Cliff 
Branch, was set up by an Oakland interception and 
return to the Eagles’ 30-yard line with less than two 
minutes elapsed in the opening period. Plunkett fol- 
lowed late in the period with an 80-yard scoring pass 
to running back Kenny King. The Eagles trailed by 
14-3 at halftime and by 24-3 after three periods be- 
fore Keith Krepfle scored the only Philadelphia 
touchdown on an 8-yard pass reception from Ron 
Jaworski. A first period apparent touchdown toss of 
40 yards trom Jaworski to Rodney Parker was nulll- 
fied by an illegal motion penalty against the Eagles, 
That score, if it had stood, would have made the 
score 7-7 at the time and might have gotten the Ea- 
gles untracked.

Veterans Stadium 

The Eagles have called’ Veterans Stadium home since 1971 after previous stops at Munici- 
pal (JFK) Stadium, Connie Mack Stadium, and Franklin Field. in their history, the Birds have 
also played home games at the Baker Bowl, Temple University Stadium, and Pittsburgh's 
Forbes Field during the 1943 season. 

Veterans Stadium, known as “the Vet,” is a multi-purpose sports complex located in South 
Philadelphia. Built on a 74-acre site, the sports complex also includes a recreational park, the 
CoreStaes Spectrum indoor arena, and the new CoreStates Arena, home of the Philadelphia. 
Flyers and 76ers. The Core States Center was built upon the former site of JFK Stadium. 

The Vet was opened before the Phillies' 1971 baseball season and was built at a cost in ex- 
cess of $50 million, The Eagles and Phils maintain their executive offices in the stadium. 

In February, 1995, the field at the Vet was replaced with a new synthetic turf called Astro Turf- 
8. This new state-of-the-art surface features a vertical drainage system whereby water will 
drain through holes in the turf, its padding, and the stone and earth sub-base. 

{n 1986, the Eagles installed two grass practice fields in the north parking lot of the Vet. In 
1992, "the Bubble," an inclement weather facility, was moved from the former JFK Stadium site 
to adjacent to the grass practice fields. The Bubble consists of a synthetic roof supported by 
currents of air and covers a 70-yard Astro Turf field. It was installed by Air Structures Interna- 
tional, Inc. 

In 1985, 27 luxurious Penthouse Suites were built atop the south side of the stadium. Twen- 
ty-four more Suites were constructed the following year on the north side. Thirty-eight addi- 
tional Suites on the west side were constructed in 1987 to bring the total number af Suites to 
89. 

The first Eagles’ game at the Vet took place on August 16, 1971, when they defeated the 
Buffalo Bills in a preseason encounter, 34-28, The first regular season win came at the ex- 
pense of the New York Giants, 23-7, on October 24, 1971, 

In 25 seasons at Veterans Stadium, the Eagles have compiled an 107-88-2 record (includ- 
ing a 4-3 playoff mark). The seating capacity for football is 65,352,

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WAIVERS: The waiver system is a procedure by which player contracts or NFL rights to play- 
ers are made available by one club to other NFL clubs. During this procedure, a club may 
make a claim to obtain the player or "waive" its right to do so-thus the term "waiver". Claiming 
clubs are assigned players on a priority based upon the inverse of won-loss standings. The 
claiming period is normally ten days during the offseason and 24 hours from July 8 through 
December 20. In some circumstances, another 24 hours is added on to allow the original club 
to rescind its action (known as waiver recall) and/or the claiming club to do the same (known 
as a withdrawal of a claim). If a player passes through waivers from July 8 through December 
20 they are no-recall and no withdrawal. Under the Collective Bargaining Agreement, from 
February 1 through October 11, any veteran who has acquired four years of pension credit 
may, if about to be assigned to another club through the waiver system, reject such assign- 
ment and become a free agent. 


ACTIVE LIST: The Active List is a status for players participating for a club. It consists of all 
players under contract, including option, who are eligible for preseason, regular season, and 
postseason games, Clubs are allowed to open training camp with 80 players but thereafter 
must meet a series of mandatory roster reductions prior to the season opener. Teams will be 
permitted to dress a minimum of 42 and a maximum of 45 players and a third quarterback for 
each regular season game and postseason game during the 1996 season. In addition, each 
club will have an Inactive List of 8 players. For Active List maximums and dates for 1996, see 
ROSTER LIMITS below. 


RESERVE LIST: The Reserve List is the principle status for players who, for reason of injury, 
retirement, military service, or other circumstances, are not immediately available for partici- 
pation with a club. Those players in the category of Reserve/Injured that have been placed on 
the list prior to the final 53-man roster may not return to the active list that season and are not 
permitted to practice. Any player placed on the Injured Reserve List after the 53-man roster 
has been set also will not be eligible to play for the remainder of the season. This is different 
from previous years when a player would be eligible to return after a minimum of six weeks 
missed, 


ROSTER LIMITS: No more than 80 players can be under signed contract from June 1-August 
19. Rosters must be cut to 60 active players by 4:00 p.m, on August 20 (Tuesday after 3rd pre- 
season weekend), Rosters must be cut to 53 active players by 4:00 p.m. on August 25, Clubs 
will be permitted to dress 45 players for each regular season game (plus a third quarterback, 
if desired). Each team must designate a four man inactive squad by Friday at 7:00 p.m. Addi- 
tionally, the club will then designate 4 more players to their inactive list for that game no later 
than one hour and 30 minutes prior to kickoff. 


PRACTICE SQUADS: On August 27, each club may establish a Practice Squad of no more 
than five players by signing free agents who do not have a season of free agency credit. This 
squad includes only rookies and/or first-year players (those whose NFL experience is limited 
to previous training camp or less than three active games). 


TRADES: Unrestricted trading is allowed in 1996 between clubs through October 8 (Tuesday 


following the sixth regular season weekend), after which trading of the player contract/rights 
will end until mid-February, 1997.

Credentials reserved in advance can be picked up at the Press Gate/Security Entrance 
below Gate B off Pattison Ave. (not the Will Call Window) three hours before the scheduled kick- 
off, Media members who regularly cover the visiting team should arrange to acquire their creden- 
tials through that team's PR department. 


PRESS BOXES: The Eagles maintain three press boxes, designated A, B, and C, on the fourth 
level of Veterans Stadium. Admission to the press area is strictly limited to those individuals hold- 
ing credentials issued by the Eagles’ public relations department. No other media identification 
cards will be honored, All news media should enter the stadium through the press gate (Pattison 
Ave. side of the Stadium). Those with credentials for the press box should take the elevator to the 
fourth level. 


TELEPHONES: Game day telephones at an assigned seat can be ordered by calling Penny 
Stevens of Bell Atlantic at 215-466-2163, 


TELEVISION AND RADIO: Network television and visiting radio facilities are located on the 4th 
level between press boxes A and B, Visiting radio credentials will be issued through the visiting 
team's PR representative. Television announcers may do stand-ups on the field in pregame, half- 
time, during the last three minutes of play, and post game. Television “announcers” and produc- 
ers are not allowed on the sidelines except during these aforementioned periods. 


PHOTOGRAPHERS: Sideline credentials for field photographers are issued by the Eagles’ pub- 
lic relations department only, Space limitations make it impossible to accredit free lance photog- 
raphers who are not on specific assignment by a recognized sports or news publication, Photog- 
raphers should enter the press gate (B) and take the elevator to the first (field) level. Space on the 
fourth level photo deck is extremely limited and available only on a reserved basis. All field pho- 
tographers are reminded that they must remain outside the bench areas and behind the broken 
lines that surround the entire perimeter of the playing field.
